DUES ARE RISING 

Dues in trade organizations, like 
most other nurserymen’s expenses, 
are on the increase. In many as- 
sociations this is not occurring too 
soon, because for years the dues have 
been nominal; so that the secretary 
and other officers have been paid 
little or nothing for their services and 
have not always been reimbursed for 
out-of-pocket expenses. In many 
state associations membership was 
sought that was representative of the 
industry in the state, and dues were 
sacrificed for numbers. 

In other, stronger organizations, 
members have sought more in the 
way of services, and the nurseryman 
who served as secretary could not fill 
the job without neglect of his own 
business. Even part-time secretaries 
are not cheap if their quality is high. 
So such organizations have been 
compelled to find a secretary who 
could devote considerable time away 
from his business and pay him there- 
for, or else seek a full-time profes- 
sional man. 

Associations who have already em- 
ployed professional full-time secre- 
taries have, in some found 
the resultant services so beneficial 
that their scope has gradually been 
increased, with consequent necessity 
for more dues.

In a few dues have been 
raised because this is a time of pros- 
perity and the getting is good with- 
out having to show much additional 
to members. It has seemed to be a 
good time to put money in the bank 
against another era when it may be 
more difficult to collect dues. Wheth- 
er this is a necessary move, or a wise 
one, time alone will tell.

Members of associations will un- 
doubtedly decide whether the serv- 
ices or security to be obtained are 
worth the increase. Hence they 
should be apprised of the situation, 
and shown why higher dues are nec- 
essary, in order that the trade’s var- 
ious associations will grow in mem- 
bership as well as in financial in- 
come.

LANDSCAPE NURSERYMEN 

In the prominence given to gar- 
den centers as new and increasing in 
number, either because retail nurs- 
erymen find it profitable to glorify 
their salesyards or to expand their 
merchandising efforts, the old and 
established segment of the industry 
which provides landscape designing 
or planting should not be considered 
of less importance or overlooked in 
the scheme of things. There contin- 
ues to be an important and neces- 
sary place for landscape nursery- 
men. They are essential to the plant- 
ing of government buildings. schools. 
parks and playgrounds, private edi- 
fices and expanding highway net- 
works. They are essential also to the 
artistic planting of the many new, 
better-class homes, which are consti- 
tuting the larger proportion of the 
residences now being started. 

Although landscape nurserymen 
have become more proficient in de- 
sign, landscape architects are recog- 
nized as necessary for their profes- 
sional skill and experience on more 
ambitious undertakings, and_ this 
professional group again is enjoying 
wide public practice, although in 
the depression it forced to 
desert almost entirely the commer- 
cial field for a livelihood in govern- 
ment agencies. 

The landscape nurserymen have 
performed important services 
through their national organization, 
though it is not one of the oldest or 
largest. The influence of its work 
in behalf of the landscape curricula 
in colleges and universities will prob- 
ably spread. The association’s pos- 
sibilities warrant the increased in- 
terest of the trade and a much larger 
membership. 

Other methods of merchandising 
may advance in this field. With 
them the landscape nurserymen will 
progress in scope and proficiency.

PLANT FORUMS 


Increasing from year to year, but 
sull not numerous, plant forums 
have been a successful feature at con. 
ventions they have been at. 
tempted. The interchange of knowl. 
edge by the members of the panel 
and comments by nurserymen from 
the floor bring forth practical, down. 
to-soil information on plants, thei 
propagation, culture, handling, 
erowth, etc., which cannot be ob. 
tained by observation or culled from 
hooks. The vounger element of the 
audience is afforded the speedier 
education which is so much needed 
to keep pace with the expansion of 
the industry. 

In different sections of the coun- 
try, different types of plants are cul- 
tivated or are in vogue, so that panel 
members familiar with the species 
are necessarily selected from avail- 
able home talent. Newer plants and 
plants emphasized in cultivation for 
newer uses, such as for the planting 
of 1-story houses, provide ample ma- 
terial for an interesting discussion 
before an association in any section 

In any association a few members 
are found to be particularly plant- 
minded and familiar with the growth 
characteristics, habits and _ other 
phases of at least one particular 
group of plants. These men make 
proficient panel members. Some who 
in ordinary life are not considered 
cifted vocally sometimes turn out to 
be able speakers on a topic for which 
they have enthusiasm. 

The arrangement of the panel of 
a plant forum usually requires time 
and diligent search of the member- 
ship, but if adequate preparations 
are made, this may be one of the 
most important and_ well-attended 
features of a convention.

Better knowledge of insect 
habits and symptoms of injury, bet- 
ter knowledge of insecticides avail- 
able for control and more attention 
to methods and to thoroughness of 
application should help nurserymen 
reduce losses due to insects.

Propagation of Dogwood 

C. W. Dunham, of the University 
of Delaware, described work at the 
university in propagation of flower- 
ing dogwood by cuttings. Several 
factors were shown to be important. 
The use of mist greatly facilitated 
handling the softwood cuttings. Ease 
of rooting and subsequent growth 
were related to the vigor of the cut- 
ting wood. Indolebutyric acid at a 
concentration of 10 to 15 milligrams 
per gram of tale greatly increased 
rooting when applied to the base of 
the cuttings. However, the key to 
successful establishment of cuttings 
after rooting lies in providing plants 
with additional day length during 
July and August, according to Dr. 
Dunham. Ordinary 60-watt electric 
lights which provide a light inten- 
sity of 20 foot-candles for the period 
from dusk until 9 p. m. are sufficient. 
Additional work will be carried on 
to determine the best means of over- 
wintering these plants.

Charles L. Knight, landscape archi- 
tect, of Cleveland, O. Mr. Knight's 
comments on “Some Problems of 
Design” will be printed in a later

The next speaker was J. Melvin 
Easterday, a landscape contractor, 
of Canton, O., who spoke on the 
topic, “Economical Lawn Construc- 
tion.” He expressed the belief that 
mechanical equipment must be used 
in the construction and planting of a 
lawn if a business is to operate at a 
profit. Costs involved in the employ- 
ment of large numbers of laborers, 
both skilled and unskilled, are pro- 
hibitive. It is advisable to consider 
any of the labor-saving and 
equipment that are on the market o1 
can be built to suit needs. 

As an example, consider a public 
school with four acres of grass area. 
The plans for both grading and grass 
planting are usually drawn and speci- 
fied by the building architect. The 
general contractor sublets the grad- 
ing and replacing of topsoi! to the 
erading contractor.

Under normal conditions, the sub- 
soil has been compacted by continu- 
ous use, the topsoil has been replaced 
to the best ability of the “dozer” 
operator and the surface drainage is 
satisfactory.

In 1956, a total of 10 pre-weed 
emergence herbicides were tested, 
and the results indicated that the 
Crag Sesone and CMU combination 
was superior to the others. Geigy 144 
at eight pounds per acre was almost 
as effective, both herbicides giving 
better than 80 per cent control for 
11 weeks. Other herbicides 
tested in order of effectiveness were 
Geigy 444 at lower rates than eight 
pounds per acre, Natrin, CMU, 
CIPC, Neburon, CDAA and Alanap.

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Ohio Short Course

Tite 28th annual Ohio 
course for arborists, landscape gar- 
deners and nurserymen, held Janu- 
ary 21 to 23 at the Neil House, 
Columbus, O., with more than 350 
persons in attendance, scheduled 
Monday, January 21, as arborists’ 
day. The entire course was spon- 
sored jointly by the department of 
horticulture and forestry Ohio 
State University and the Ohio chap- 
ter of the National Shade Tree Con- 
ference. 

Dr. L. C. Chadwick, of Ohio State 
University, welcomed the arborists’ 
group. “The Control of Some Gall 
Makers on Shade Trees and Mites 
on Evergreens” was the subject of 
the first speaker, Dr. R. B. Neiswan- 
der, a member of the staff of the 
department of entomololgy at the 
Ohio agricultural experiment. sta- 
tion, Wooster. 

In his introductory remarks, Dr. 
Neiswander noted that over 1,500 
types of insect galls have been iden- 
tified but that relatively few of the 
insects that cause these galls are 
known. Galls may occur on any part 
of the plant and may be grouped 
accordingly; however, he indicated 
that insect galls are first classified 
according to the classification of the 
gall makers, then subdivided accord- 
ing to the location on the plant and, 
finally, according to the structure of 
the gall.

The vein pocket gall occurs pri- 
marily on pin oak. The adults of the 
causal insects emerge in the spring, 
when the leaves of pin oak begin to 
appear, and lay eggs on the under- 
side of the young leaves. The eggs 
hatch in about four days, and the 
larvae crawl to the upper surface of 
the leaves and feed along the large 
veins. In a few days, the galls are 
formed which encase the larvae dur- 
ing the summer. The larvae drop to 
the ground before leaf fall and over- 
winter under the surface of the soil. 

The marginal fold gall pest has 
approximately the same life history 
as the vein pocket gall insect. Both 


have natural enemies which will 
usually reduce a severe infestation 
considerably. However, Dr. Neis- 


wander recommended a spray con- 
taining one pint of 25 per cent lin- 
dane emulsion in 50 gallons of water 
when the largest leaves are one to 
two inches long.

Maple Bladder Gall 


The maple bladder gall mites hi- 
bernate in small folds or crevices of 
the bark of infested twigs in early 
fall. Control can be obtained with a 
spray of parathion, malathion o 
lime-sulphur after the leaves drop in 
the fall and before new foliage ap. 
pears in the spring. The ash flower 
gall mite is controlled in the same 
manner. This _ insect the 
staminate flowers to be deformed. 
and the large green masses remain 
on the tree throughout the summer 

The eastern spruce gall aphid 
causes pineapple-shaped galls on 
spruce. The insect overwinters as an 
immature female at the base of a 
bud, and offspring appear when the 
new growth begins to develop. In 
plantings, it was noted, some trees 
of Norway and white spruce are 
subject to attack while other trees 


Causes 


are never bothered by the gall 
maker. Propagation wood should 
come from the trees that are in- 
mune to attack. 

The noxious oak gall, observed 


only on swamp white oak, is a cyni- 
pid gall and causes severe damage 
The first generation of the gall- 
forming females begins laying eggs as 
soon as the buds break in the spring: 
therefore a spray applied at that 
time is desirable. Dr. Neiswandet 
obtained good control with a com- 
bination of two quarts of 25 per cent 
DDT emulsion and four pounds of 
25 per cent malathion in 100 gal- 
lons of water, although he reported 
some burning of the tender foliage 


Insecticide Tests 


In controlling gall makers, one 
should remember that the period in 
which control measures are effective 
is short: therefore, the use of insecti- 
cides must be timed carefully, ac- 
cording to Dr. Neiswander. 

New and _ effective insecticides 
have destroyed some of the natural 
enemies of the spruce spider mite; 
therefore, these insects have become 
more troublesome in the past few 
vears. Ovotran has been giving ex- 
cellent control for some arborists

Many of the wives accompanied 
their husbands to the meeting. The 
first evening, a banquet and enter- 
tainment were provided in the Me- 
morial Union ballroom, where the 
group saw a colored motion picture 
of the Rose Bowl football game in 
which Oregon State College played 
lowa State University on New Year's 
day. All of the meetings of the short 
course were held in Withycombe on 
the Food Technology building. 

The welcoming address was given 
by F. E. Price, dean of the school of 
agriculture and director of the ex- 
periment station at O. S. C. Dean 
Price told of the problems of corre- 
lating research problems to specific 
areas and conditions that exist in 
Oregon. Specialists at the college 
had endeavored to assemble the lat- 
est and best information for the shoxt 
course. He called attention to the 
new quarterly publication, Oregon 
Ornamental and Nursery Digest, de- 
signed to bring news of latest re- 
search work going on at O. S. C.

Featured at Kalamazoo Meeting

Decorations for the meeting room 
included a colorful planting arrange- 
ment at the speakers’ table.

On the subject of lawn building 
and soils, both Mr. Durrant and 
James Porter were called upon to 
answer questions. One problem 
posed was what to do for the home. 
owner who has a graded surface soil 
consisting mainly of sandy textured 
soils. This is an increasing problem 
in large home developments where 
basement diggings are graded over 
the existing topsoil. 

Mr. Porter suggested that if the | 
homeowner did not wish to spend | 
money on having the poor soil re- 
placed with good topsoil, a satisfac- 
tory lawn could be obtained by 
using heavy applications of ferti- | 
lizer, particularly nitrogen, and seed. 
ing with creeping red fescue. This 
grass thrives on all types of soil, even 
on dry, sandy land. It maintains its 
color the year around and is also ex- 
cellent for shady places. Mr. Durrant 
agreed that such a lawn was possibk 
to build and maintain.

Among hawthorns, that are per. 
plexing even to those who study 
thém for years, there is one species 
from areas of Massachusetts, Con. 
necticut and New York that is a bit 
different. That species is the Arnold 
hawthorn, Crataegus arnoldiana, jn. 
troduced into cultivation at the turn 
of the 20th century. Growing to a 
maximum height of about 25 feet. jt 
can be found in thickets in its native 
habitat. 

This is the first hawthorn to ripen 
its fruits. The bright crimson-colored 
fruit occurs as early as mid-August 
but unfortunately it is not long per. 
sisting and so drops in early Sep. 
tember, after about two weeks. The 
fruit the size of a cherry 
and is often abundant. 

The flowers are similar to those ol 
other crataegus—white, borne in late 
May and single types in clusters 
about three to four inches 
Che odor is a musty one that is not 
particularly enticing.

This species is not grown in any 
quantity and probably is unfamiliar 
to most growers of small trees ex- 
cept those who may be residents in 
the Boston area. 

The leaves are rather broad ovate 
in shape, usually dividing into sev- 
eral short lobes in the tip halves ol 
the leaves. They are a dark shiny 
green, but deciduous, which recom- 
mends the tree over some of the 
duller-leaved types. The conspicu- 
ously zigzag branches add a note ol 
winter interest that is different from 
the curved or straight branching 
habit of most of the other trees.

that on December 28 freight rates 
advanced 7 per cent on eastern rail- 
roads and 5 per cent on western lines. 
January 2, 1957, the minimum insur- 
ance fee on parcel post was raised to 
10 cents, for which $10 coverage is 
obtained, instead of 5 cents for $5 
coverage.

At the luncheon Tuesday noon, 
February 5, Val Curtis, Curtis 
Nurseries, Inc., Callicoon, N. Y.

America” award for industrial land- 
scaping to a representative of the 
Boston Manufacturers’ Insurance 
Co. and the Mutual Boilers & Ma- 
chinery Co. A similar award was 
bestowed upon Seth Kelsey, Kelsey- 
Highlands Nursery, East Boxford, 


Mass., for planting the landscape 
job. 

After the award, Ellis Meredith, 
A. A. N. administrative assistant, 


spoke on actions and services of the 
national organization. Referring to 
the Stokes tax case, he stated that 
1,515 queries were mailed to A. A. N 
members and 728 were returned. He 


reported that 626 said they deducted 


lining-out stock in the year it was 
purchased. The bureau of internal 
revenue, added Mr. Meredith. has 
accepted this procedure, even in 
view of the Stokes tax case. He re- 
lated that a change-over to the ac- 


crual method would cost individual 


nurserymen anywhere from $2,000 
to $10,000. The A. A. N. has em-

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 
Southerners Hold 
Annual Trade Meet 


By Willette E. Hume 


Marketing was the theme of th 
third annual winter trade meet of 
the Southern Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion held February 3 to 5 at the 
Biltmore hotel, Atlanta, Ga. There 
were 128 members from 17 states 
registered by noon Monday. 

The luncheon served Monday in 
the exhibition hall gave nurserymen 
a chance to spend a social hour 
away from the brisk buving and sell- 
ing of the day. F. J. Aichele, Jr., of 
the Carolina Floral Nursery, Mount 
Holly, S. C., presided. 

Donald M. Hastings, Sr., of H. G. 
Hastings Co., Atlanta, Ga., present- 
ed the speaker, J. Philip Campbell, 
Jr., commissioner of agriculture of 
the state of Georgia. Speaking on 
marketing methods, he placed em- 
phasis on new varieties which require 
new methods. 

Growers think they are shipping 
the best, but customers have differ- 
ent viewpoints, ones which growers 
should try to understand. Mr. Camp- 
bell advised that quality should be 
the standard for a successful crop, 
rather than the price received for it. 
He suggested that the nurserymen 
might find the creation of a market 
authority beneficial, or the use of a 
twice-weekly reporting system such 
as the pecan growers in five south- 
ern states have set up. Summarizing, 
Mr. Campbell recommended | that 
the growers study the market and 
produce what the people want, giv- 
ing them quality above all.

Massachusetts Work 


Dr. Robert L. Ticknor, assistant 
professor of nursery culture, Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts, Waltham. 
concluded the research reports. Over 
100 varieties of rhododendrons and 
azaleas have been tested for hardi- 
ness, he said, and work on chemical 
weed control is under way. Dr: 
Ticknor showed some. slides on 
rooting plants and stated that on 
some of the newer materials the re- 
sults are not complete, since they 
have been under observation only 
one year. Propagation work with 
rhododendron cuttings is being done, 
he said, using the university's own 
hormones. 


Markup Problem 


A fair markup on plant material 
for the retailer discussed by 
three retailers and three wholesale 
nurserymen on the Wednesday 
morning program. Harold Steven- 
son, Harold D. Stevenson Landscape 
Service, Richland, Mass., believed 
that nurserymen are not getting thei: 
share of dollar volume. They are 
not keeping pace with other indus- 
tries. Prices of automobiles, food 
products and construction — have 
tripled since 1930. Mr. Stevenson 
said he checked 21 nursery items and 
found that since 1930, four had 
doubled in price, 16 had increased 
+9 per cent in price and one had 
remained at the same price. Costs 
will keep increasing in the next five 
years, he stated, so nurserymen will 
have to keep pace. On 90 per cent 
of the plants which he sells, M1 
Stevenson obtains a 44 pet 
markup. On specimen plants it is 
necessary to double or triple the 
wholesale price, he added. 

Next retailer to discuss the sub- 
ject was Raymond S. McLay, Tree- 
Land, Inc., Cambridge, Mass. He 
believed that the percentage of profit 
was the key to the problem. It is 
the end price which must be ana- 
lyzed. The sale of an item which 
costs $2 at a price of $6 gives a 
66 2/3 per cent profit. When serv- 
ices and overhead are deducted, the 
profit is low, he asserted. Summing 
up, Mr. McLay said that the mark- 
up depends on the amount of serv- 
ice which is being rendered

nurserymen who grow stock for re- 
tail sale have accurate cost records 
on the production of their stock. It 
is necessary to know the cost of pro- 
ducing stock and the overhead ex- 
pense in order to price material 
profitably, he emphasized. 

The brush heap is one of the 
most important things in the nursery 
business, he said, and advised nurs- 
erymen to keep good stock and get 
rid of poor plants. The nurseryman, 
in figuring markup, has to take into 
consideration the interests of his cus- 
tomers, said Mr. Stevenson. If stock 
is bought at wholesale it has to be 
marked up at least 100 per cent. He 
knows other nurserymen feel it 
should be more, but with the in- 
crease in wholesale prices of stock, 
the retailer can price his stock too 
high for the lower income customer 
to purchase it. 

Wholesalers Reply 

Replying first to the retailers was 
Chester E. Hogan, C. R. Burr & 
Co., Manchester, Conn. He believed 
the problem of markup is related to 
the profits. Nurserymen as a group 
tend to undervalue their knowledge, 
said Mr. Hogan. The retailer, he 
believed, should place as high a 
markup on his material as the mar- 
ket will bear. The average home- 
owner does not know much about 
nursery products, he said, beyond 
what nurserymen tell them. 

Jack Brownell, Rhode Island 
Nursery, Newport, R. I., said he be- 
lieves markup is an individual prob- 
lem. The cost of operation must be 
determined, and the services ren- 
dered and the type of concern have 
to be considered. 

A popular feature of the educa- 
tional program was the series of 
round-table discussions on 
and entomology, merchandising, ad- 
vertising and sales methods, land- 
scaping and propagation.

Concerning the charge for labor, 
Mr. Tuoti said he usually does not 
break it down, but if a nurseryman 
can, he is in a better position. How- 
ever, he added, the problem is diffi- 
cult. Usually one price is given, in- 
cluding plants, trucking, labor, et« 
he stated. 

If a prospective customer asks for 
a quotation, Mr. Tuoti said to give 
one on the job, knowing that others 
will also quote. Some plans must be 
eiven freely, but a charge needs to 
be made for extensive planning. Peo- 
ple are bound to shop around, but it 
is up to the landscape nurseryman 
to size up the customer and act ac- 
cordingly. It is essential, he said, to 
weed out the real landscape custom- 
ers from the garden center custom- 
crs. The landscape plan, believed 
Mr. Tuoti, is really a sales device. 
such as pictures, etc.: it approaches 
the professionalism of the landscape 
architect. 


Small Jobs

to which Mr. Tuoti replied that he 
guarantees only those plants planted 
by the nursery. A full year’s uncon- 
ditional guarantee is given, provided 
the bill is paid within 30 days. Only 
good plants should be used, and in- 
spections should be made three on 
four times a year. People who want 
plants are generally good people, 
believed Mr. Tuoti, and thus his 
losses on guarantees are less than 2 
of 1 per cent, he pointed out. 


Propagation 


Attracting great interest, also, was 
the round table on “Propagation.” 


The discussion leaders were Case 
Hoogendoorn, Hoogendoorn Nurs- 
eries, Newport, R. 1. and Roget 


Coggeshall, propagator at the Ar- 
nold Arboretum, Jamaica Plain, 
Mass. 

One question asked was: “When 
propagating stock plants are frozen, 
as was the case during much of 
January this year, is it possible to 
take cuttings or scion wood without 
injury to the material?” Mr. Hoog- 
endoorn stated that when he cuts 
frozen wood for these purposes, he 
places it into ice-cold water for half 
an hour, then leaves it in a cool place 
until completely thawed. Other 
members of the group mentioned 
placing such progagating wood un- 
der peat moss until it thawed and 
cautioned against contact with heat 
of any form. 

The use of pruning shears in- 
stead of knives for cutting the basal 
end of cuttings was discussed. Some 
of the group felt that bruising might 
result, whereas others felt that this 
would not be a problem, if the shears 
were kept sharp. 

Mr. Hoogendoorn described his 
experiences with the wounding of 
cuttings of rhododendrons and holly, 
stating that he does not extend the 
slice wound all the way to the base 
of the cutting, because he feels there 
is more danger of the basal area rot- 
ting if cut all the wavy. 

Che merits of cutting vs. stripping 
side branches from cuttings were dis- 
With cuttings such as arbor- 
group felt that

vitae, some of the 
stripping was more beneficial be- 
cause of the resulting callus and 
roots in the stripped area. 


Rooting Medium 


Questioned about his rooting 
media, Mr. Hoogendoorn stated that 
he uses approximately five inches of 
propagating sand on a base of one 
inch of Dutch peat moss. The peat 
helps to keep the sand from seep- 
ing through drainage cracks in the 
bench, and Mr. Hoogendoorn finds 
the cuttings retain a better color

cause of the pressure of other spring 
work. 

One of the group asked: “What is 
the limit of length for a cutting?” 
Mr. Hoogendoorn related his expe- 
rience in growing Taxus cuspidata 
capitata cuttings 18 inches long 
They rooted well, but required too 
much watering and were too leggy 
to grow into a desirable plant. 

In reply to a question about the 
use of mist at Arnold Arboretum, 
Mr. Coggeshall stated that, although 
he had tried interrupted mist. he 
prefers the use of polyethylene film 
for maintaining the humidity neces- 
sarv to root cuttings. 

A general discussion of open-air 
mist propagation followed. It was 
pointed out that this system re- 
quires that an entire bed of cuttings 
be put in at one time, that if ther 
is more than one variety all must be 
capable of rooting in the same length 
of time and that, once rooting oc- 
curs, the whole bed must be hard- 
ened off simultaneously. Concerning 
nozzles, one of the group noted that 
his propagating beds were getting 
too much water with the recom- 
mended nozzles, a situation he cor- 
rected with a finer type. In this re- 
spect, the need for a fog-type mist, 
not an actual water spray, was em- 
phasized, and it was pointed out that 
good drainage is necessary. 

A discussion of the discoloration. 
or fading. of the blooms of such 
plants as pink dogwood, azaleas and 
mountain laurel followed. Among 
suggested causes were pH of the soil, 
soil types and the amount of shade 
This phase was of particular interest 
to the group, in the light of improved 
methods of propagation, enabling 
rooting of plants such as the pink 
form of laurel. 


Merchandising 


A small but interested group at- 
tended the round-table discussion on 
merchandising led by Frank Patrissi, 
Patrissi Nursery Center, West Hart- 
ford, Conn. Describing the layout 

his garden center, he stated that 
six to eight inches of sand is used 
in the shade house to keep down 
weeds. The lath is painted white, as 
he believes it sets off the green plant 
material to better advantage. M1: 
Patrissi said he owns a printing ma- 
chine, which makes it possible to 
print more planting information, 
limiting the questions asked of the 
sales personnel. 

The homeowner, believes M1

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per year customer. When talking to 
a customer, he added, do not try to 
sell him too much, as it will only 
confuse him. . 

It is necessary, said Mr. Patrissi, 
to keep the markup in line with other 
nurseries around you. If nursery 
stock does not move, he advised re- 
ducing the price, for it is necessary 
to put in fresh material constantly, 
Commenting on deliveries, he added 
that these are made the same day 
the purchases are made. 

Mr. Patrissi said the benches in 
his garden center are waist high, 
being filled with peat moss, and are 
set on horses. He encourages self- 
service, using children’s wagons for 
the customers’ convenience, and 
gives how-to-plant literature with 
every purchase. 

Yews, he said, are dug and placed 
in soft-bottom baskets for sale. If the 
basket rots, a wonderful ball is left 
and it still can be wrapped in bur- 
lap. The baskets, he added, can be 
treated with 7 per cent solution of 
copper naphthenate. 

Mr. Patrissi related that he pur- 
chases 10 yards of humus, which is 
placed in bags or bushel baskets 
when the help has leisure time. The 
bags, he said, cost 6 cents apiece. 


Advertising 


Much interest was evident in the 
round table on advertising and sales 
methods conducted by Raymond 
McLay, Tree-Land, Inc., Cam- 
bridge, Mass. He related that several 
years ago he spent 11 per cent of 
cross sales for advertising, having his 
best year, but now the amount spent 
is back to 6 or 8 per cent. He firmly 
believes in consistent advertising, 
running a small advertisement regu- 
larly. It is best, he said, to run ad- 
vertisements the year around for, 
otherwise, continuity is lost, as well 
as acceptance with the public. He 
added that it is necessary to set up 
an advertising budget. For nursery- 
men doing landscape work, painting 
of the truck should be done in good 
taste. 

Newspapers, thought Mr. McLay, 
are the best medium for increasing 
sales. Special offers can be featured, 
listing other items which are not at a 
special price. The first section of the 
newspaper which many people turn 
to is the garden page, pointed out 
Mr. McLay, so it is necessary to 
advertise there regularly. Referring 
to telephone classified advertising, 
he thought it good. He believes a 
one-eighth or one-fourth page is 
necessary for good display. 

Mr. McLay stated that he got out 
of the landscape business after World

War II and has not re-entered it, due 
to its conflict with garden cente1 
merchandising. Give-away advertis- 
ing, such as calendars and matches, 
is not advocated by Mr. McLay. He 
related that he does not use direct 
mail, but has tried radio and televi- 
sion: however, he thought the latter 
too expensive. 

In order to get a good garden sec- 
tion in the local paper, Mr. McLay 
related that he persuaded nursery- 
men in the local area to advertise. 
He believed that advertising should 
stand on its own feet and suggested 
tie-in advertising. Newspapers, he 
pointed out, will give nurserymen 
free advertising by consulting them 
on what should be written, provided 
the nurserymen are regular adver- 
tisers. 

Insect Round Table 


Completing the round-table dis- 
cussions was the one on insects and 
entomology, led by Dr. Kerr. He 
pointed out pitfalls in holding some 
insecticide formulations in storage, 
for they break down. All materials, 
he said, are relatively insoluble in 
water. An extending agent is needed 
for suspension of various ingredients. 
Dr. Kerr told the advantage of using 
wetter sticker agents in applying in- 
secticides and fungicides to foliage.

MARYLAND HOLLY GROVE 


Most holly groves in the eastern 
United States in which plants are 
grown to supply decorative branches 
at Christmas are of American holly, 
Ilex opaca. This form of holly, as 
beautiful as it is, does not have the 
glossy leaf of the English holly which 
is grown for this purpose in the Puget 
Sound region. The English holly and 
the Chinese holly are grown in the 
east from Philadelphia south along 
the coast, but not much has been 
done yet toward planting groves o1 
commercial orchards. 

For the past six or eight years I 
have watched the development of a 
small orchard of perhaps six acres 
that is planted near Easton, Md. 
This orchard is about a mile inland 
from Chesapeake bay but is not ex- 
posed directly to the strong bay 
winds, as some woodland intervenes. 
The orchard has woods directly to 
the east (not the side toward the 
bay) but is bounded by open fields 
on the other three sides. The plot 
was well chosen, being good fertile 
loam, mostly level but well drained. 

Lining-out stock was originally 
used in planting the field, which is 
laid off in squares. Plantings seem 
to be about 18 to 20 feet each wav. 
Incidentally, the plot is well fenced: 
even so, the man who takes care of 
it has to keep it under his eyes all 
the time. The stock is largely com- 
posed of clones of English holly, 
along with some Chinese, Ilex cor- 
nuta and the variety Burford. There 
are also a few Ilex opaca. The plants 
now range from four to eight feet in 
height. They are regularly fertilized 
and grown under clean cultivation, 
with some mulch kept around the 
plants. There are no facilities for 
irrigation. The plants are in fine 
shape, and shortly before Christmas 
a modest amount of cutting was be- 
ing done. I stopped to talk to the 
owner, a businessman from Pennsyl- 
vania, and he said he had no diffi- 
culty disposing of what he cut; in 
fact, the demand from one concern 
alone was many times what he could 

supply.

NORTH JERSEY MEET 


At a regular meeting of the North 


Jersey Metropolitan Nurserymen’s 
Association, held at the Peacock 
House, Mountain View, N. J., the 


speaker was Raymond DeBoer, of 
Rutgers University, New Brunswick. 
His topic was “Garden Lighting.” 

Mr. DeBoer, who is studying the 
effects of garden lighting on plant 
growth, said the project was not far 
enough advanced to yield much in- 
formation, but he hopes, after con- 
ducting the test for two full years, 
to achieve some definite results. As 
of now, with seven months of the 
study completed, the following facts 
have been observed: 

1. There is difference be- 
tween fluorescent and incandescent 
light in their effect on plants. 

2. Much greater growth is pro- 
duced on all plants. Some plants 
reached as much as one and one-half 
times normal growth. Rhododendron 
flower buds were formed and then 
broke into vegetative growth in- 
stead of flowering. Dogwood trees 
did not take on any fall color. In 
one case the leaves stayed green until 
killed in November by a freeze. Even 
after freezing, they remained on the 
tree.

building one large dam there have 
been built millions of 3-inch dams 
on the farms, hillsides and other 
lands in the Brandywine watershed. 
In the past 15 years, 30,000 acres 
of farm land have been contoured 
and there have been marked in- 
creases in grassland and reforested 
acres and in farm ponds. Most of 
the industrial plants have found 
methods of removing waste products 
before returning the water to the 
river. Numerous colored pictures of 
the areas made before and after the 
project was started illustrated the 
vast improvement in the Brandy- 
wine river and adjacent farm lands. 
towns and cities. 

The annual report of the activities 
of the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen was given by Curtis Porter- 
field, secretary. 


Inspection Report 


William Boyd, chief of nursery in- 
spection, reviewed the many ac- 
tivities his group performs for the 
nurserymen. He stated that inspec- 
tion for stunt in blueberries was now 
a regular procedure and briefly de- 
scribed the certification of virus-free 
strawberries. For the benefit of mem- 
bers who did not attend the Trenton 
session, Mr. Boyd briefly reviewed 
the remarks made by Frank Soraci 
relative to white-fringed beetle and 
the gypsy moth. 

The report from the college of 
agriculture at Rutgers University 
was made by three of the staff. Dr. 
William E. Snyder told of the re- 
activation of the landscape design 
course, of the reorganization of the 
research program, of the graduate 
students’ research and specifically of 
the research program sponsored 
jointly by the New Jersey Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen and by the North 
Jersey Metropolitan Nurserymen’s 
Association. Dr. Robert Treece, de- 
partment of entomology, described 
recent work with systemic insecti- 
cides, and Prof. Stephen Bachelder 
reported on various studies of dis- 
eases of ornamental plants of special 
interest to the nurserymen. 


Selling Methods Compared 


A highlight of the program was a 
panel, moderated by Whlliam P. 
Howe, Jr.. Howe Nurseries, Penning- 
ton, N. J., on the subject, “Who 
Sells It?” The panel consisted of 
three New York nurserymen repre- 
senting the garden retail market, the 
mail-order nursery and the door-to- 
door retail sales effort. Each of the 
panel speakers briefly described the 
history of his nursery and the cur- 
rent method of operaton.

emphasized selling quality merchan- 
dise at a good price, a training pro- 
vram for the salesmen and the use 
of a retired Scotch gardener to give 
advice to customers. He stressed that 
the main sales items at Hicks Nurs- 
ery were plants rather than garden 
accessories. 

John Kelly, Kelly Bros. Nursery, 
Danville, stressed the differences be- 
tween a mail-order nursery operation 
and other types of sales organiza- 
tions. He said that since it is not 
possible to compete with department 
store sales, his firm does not try that. 
He also described procedures for 
keeping an active mailing list and 
the advisability of coding newspaper 
and magazine advertisements in or- 
der to know which advertisements 
are profitable. Mr. Kelly stated that 
nurserymen should give as much at- 
tention to merchandising as to grow- 
ing plants. 

Maynard du Rei, C. W. Stuart & 
Co., Newark, N. Y. stated that since 
five months may elapse from the time 
of the sale to planting (late fall to 
spring) the homeowner frequently 
forgets where the plant should be 
placed. To overcome this problem, 
the salesmen make quick plans for 
the buyer. Each initial sale usually 
represents two calls by the sales- 
man——one to the housewife to de- 
scribe the program and the second 
when both husband and wife are 
home, to sell the plants. The firm has 
more than 1,100 salesmen in 45 
states. Eighty-five to 90 per cent of 
its plants are grown under contract 
by 54 main growers. The remaining 
plants are grown in Mississippi and 
New York. Three shipping centers 
are located at St. Joseph, Mo.; 
Columbus, Miss., and Newark, N. Y.

“Landscape Pitfalls” was the con- 
cluding topic of the meeting.

PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 





Some Unusual Plants 


When a correspondent asked some 
time ago why plants like dahlias, gla- 
dioli and annuals are seldom, if ever, 
mentioned in these notes, I was not 
able to think of a single reason for 
their absence. When the column was 
started years and years (more years 
than I care to remember ) ago, it was 
understood, though never actually 
set down in writing, that it would 
be mainly devoted to nonwoody 
plants, and it has been. There is no 
good reason, then, why some space 
cannot be given to plants other than 
perennial herbs, and a good subject 
with which to make the break would 
be Dahlia mercki. 

I suppose that a rabid dahlia fan 
would call D. mercki rather drab, 
perhaps insignificant, in its single 
flowers, two inches or more across, 
of pale lavender with a rosy hue to 
purple. I doubt myself that it would 
be worth the effort to dig, store and 
plant the tubers every year, but in 
sections where it is hardy, it should 
be welcomed by most gardeners who 
like their border plantings to be per- 
manent. Just where hardiness would 
cease, | cannot say. In northern 
Michigan it was hardy for several 
years under a heavy mulch, but final- 
ly succumbed during a severe winter. 
As it is a Mexican mountaineer, | 
should not expect it to be entirely 
hardy north of the latitude of St. 
Louis, Mo. It might not be hardy 
there without some protection, but 
it would need testing. Where hardy, 
it would grow to two feet in height, 
producing its pretty flowers all sum- 
mer and fall, without any effort on 
the gardener’s part. It does not even 
require dividing for many years. 

I saw a large planting of a hardy 
orchid, Orchis foliosa, a few years 
ago that reminded me anew that 
here is a plant that should become 
a more prominent part of American 
gardens. Apparently thriving in a 
moist, sunny spot, it was easily the 
most spectacular plant of the spring 
season in that part of the garden. I 
made a note at the time of what the 
gardener said about it, part of which 
is reproduced here. 

Orchis foliosa, the note reads, is 
one of my favorite orchids, easy, per- 
manent and spectacular when it is 
producing its 18-inch, leafy stems, 
the top four inches of which are 
made up of large, velvety purple 


flowers. The planting that I saw was 
in rich, leafy, moist soil, which is ap- 
parently its need. It probably would 
not be hardy north of the Ohio river. 

One is likely to look in vain in gar- 
dens and even in much of the litera- 
ture in this country for the wide- 
spread European and Asian crane’s- 
bill, Geranium sylvaticum. That is 
not as it should be, for the plant is 
hardy, easily satisfied, permanent 
and always has a good color (pleas- 
ing, to me, at least), without the 
astringency of many of its kind. The 
specific name is misleading in that 
the piant does not need a woodland 
for its comfort. The last time it was 
in my garden it was planted on the 
north side of a wide, low-headed 
tree, where it did well indeed, pro- 
ducing its bowl-shaped, violet-purple 
flowers on 20-inch, leafy plants in 
summer. But it did not stay in its 


shady home, self-sowing out into 
leafy soil in full sun, where it did 
equally well. That indicates it is a 
widely adaptable plant, especially 
useful in open woodlands and wild 
eardens. Grow it from seeds. I might 
add that a white-centered, violet- 
colored form is mentioned in the ref- 
erence I found, and that must be 
lovely indeed. More at a later date 


Ranunculus Aconitifolius 


One of my earliest recollections of 
a garden is a large planting of 
Ranunculus aconitifolius on a shady 
bank. As I remember it now, the 
plant later seeded itself downstream 
into full sun, so it cannot demand 
both shade and moisture for its hap- 
piness. I never introduced it into any 
of my own gardens because of the 
invasiveness of buttercups in gen-

This is a most interesting species 
from the Carolina mountains— inter. 
esting in every way. Its local distri- 
bution in a few spots in the southern 
Appalachian mountains, which has 
been the subject of much speculation 
among naturalists since the plant's 
range has been known, is only one of 
its many intriguing aspects. It is an- 
other instance of a genus with rep- 
resentatives in eastern North Amer- 
ica and Japan with no known inter- 
mediate stations, which has also long 
interested botanists. Perhaps th 
most interesting fact about the pres- 
ent plant is its method, or rather 
lack of method, of seed dispersal 

The researches of Ross, which 
were outlined in the September 
1935, issue of the Journal of the New 
York Botanical Garden, showed that 
the seeds germinate in the seed head 
while still attached to the ovar 
Ross found that these germinating 
seeds, if carefully removed and 
placed on a good growing medium 
lived and grew, while ungerminated 
seeds did not germinate if they wer 
removed and planted in soil. That 
holds a hint for propagators who ar 
interested in this rare plant, not so 
much for increase of commercia 
stock, which may be accomplished 
by means of division, as for the 
breeding of improved forms. It is 
evident from the variation of collect- 
ed plants, which include pink-flow- 
ered as well as semidouble forms in 
addition to the typical pearly white.

trials that St.-Bernard’s-lily, Antheri- 
cum liliago, and A. ramosum can get 
along on little moisture. In fact, the 
latter is one of the most drought- 
resistant plants, excepting the xero- 
phytes from the deserts, that I know, 
especially among plants of garden 
value. That is not its only good point, 
either, for its myriad small, white 
stars with golden anthers at the cen- 
ters are something to be cherished 
through the summer. Its height of 
a foot to 18 inches, or perhaps more 
under generous treatment, makes it 
useful in many roles where its grace- 
ful, airy effect can be employed. 
Scilla 

Three or four years ago I men- 
tioned Asclepias cordifolia as being 
one of the persistent plants that I had 
placed in a garden about 15 years 
before and promised at the time to 
include notes on a few more of the 
same type as space permitted. Then 
I proceeded to lose my notes and 
only recently located the ones made 
on my last visit to the garden, in 
1952. 

As I talked to the present owner, 
who has little time to take care of 
his garden, he remarked how much 
comfort he received from the plants 
that kept going and increasing year 
after year, despite neglect, and he 
was especially enthusiastic about the 
squills. I could see in my mind’s eye 
how lovely that broad expanse of 
blue would be for a long time in 
spring, having increased from a few 
hundred bulbs when planted to sev- 
eral thousand, apparently, when I 
returned, 

Blue, a color that is welcomed by 
most gardeners at any time of the 
year, is particularly desirable in early 
spring. Fortunately, it may be had 
in any quantity at slight cost from 
the scillas. In fact, few flowers of any 
season have a more pleasing blue 
than that of Scilla sibirica. And it is 
also fortunate that the different 
kinds do well in shade, for that 
makes it possible to use them lavish- 
ly as underplantings in woodlands, 
shrub borders and under trees along 
garden paths, where they will light 
up the spring scene with their intense 
blues. 

Before the snow has melted, the 
procession of flowers in the garden 
is joined by S. sibirica, to be followed 
by S. bifolia, in blue, rose and white: 
then by the English bluebells, S. 
nutans, in the same colors, including 
many named varieties, and in late 
May by S. campanulata, which may 
also be had in the same colors. The 
plant popularly known as the striped 
squill is actually Puschkinia scil- 
loides, according to the botanists. As

by presenting several circumstances 
where only the A. A. N. can be effec- 
tive in defending or supporting the 
position of the nursery industry. He 
cited the attempted ruling of the 
internal revenue service to require 
nurserymen to show the costs of lin- 
ing-out stock as capital investments 
rather than to deduct them as a 
business expense the year the stock 
is planted out. He pointed out that 
if a nurseryman bought 1,000 liners 
at 50 cents each, or a total cost of 
$500, the internal revenue service 
feels that the nurseryman should 
carry this cost as a capital invest- 
ment and deduct it as a business ex- 
pense as the plants are sold. Thus if 
100 plants were sold in a year, the 
nurseryman could deduct their origi- 
nal cost of $50, and if another 300 


plants were sold the next year, then 
another $150 could de deducted as 
business expense, and so on, until the 
plants were all gone. In addition to 
the tremendous amount of bookkeep- 
ing such a plan would involve, the 
nurseryman might never be able to 
deduct the cost of those plants that 
were lost because of tractor damage, 
etc., during the time the stock was 
growing to salable size. 

Dr. White described the test case, 
that will come up in court next sum- 
mer, on how much nursery stock a 
nurseryman may purchase yearly in 
completing his inventory without 
losing the agricultural exemption of 
his employees. The present position 
of the wage-hour division of the 
United States Department of Labor 
is that any employee who handles

Dr. White reported 
that the A. A. N. expects to wage 
strong opposition against that posi- 
tion. 

Dr. White 
A. A. N. had done the 
motional work needed to mold pub- 
lic opinion and thereby create favor- 
able consideration by highway engi- 
neers and commissioners for inclu- 
sion of landscaping plans in the 
highway programs. Dr. White point- 
ed out that under the new highway 
program it is estimated that each 
mile will contain 35 acres—eight 
acres as riding surface and 27 acres 
as easement to be landscaped with 
turf, shrubs and trees. 

With respect to the over-all “Plant 
America” program, Dr. White com- 
plimented the Ohio Nurserymen’s 
Association group for its active 
leadership. He also commended the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers for the film, “Industry on Pa- 
rade,’ which features industrial 
landscaping. 

Dr. White stated that both the 
state and the national nurserymen’s 
organizations have overlapping func- 
tions, in which each helps the other. 
He quoted a policy statement that 
had been adopted at a recent meet- 
ing of the A. A. N. board of direc- 
tors that, if the board of directors 
has been informed that an estab- 
lished method of business operation 
is under attack by any regulatory 
agency or other federal agency, it 
will instruct the staff to take appro- 
priate action to protect the interests 
of its members.

Geology and Soils 


The nurserymen next heard an in- 
teresting talk by Jane L. Forsyth, 
pleistocene geologist, Ohio geologi- 
cal survey, Columbus. Miss Forsyth 
spoke on the effect of geology on 
Ohio vegetation. She introduced her 
subject by explaining that there is a 
northeasterly line of demarcation 
that passes through Ohio. East of 
this line is a natural tree association 
of beeches, maples, oaks, hickories, 
butternut, walnut, hackberry and 
tulip. Only the first four of these 
genera are common in Ohio west of 
that line. This, she said, is the result 
of glaciers’ destroying the natural 
tree vegetation in the western part 
of the state. Since then, only those 
tree genera that are most capable of 
repopulating an area quickly, 
logically speaking, have become re- 
established in that section. 

Millions of years before the gla- 
ciers occurred, Ohio was covered by

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a shallow sea. Layers of what is now 
limestone accumulated at the bottom 
of the sea, and later sandstone accu- 


mulated on top of the limestone. 
Then the sea bottom warped up- 
ward, exposing the layers of sand- 
stone and limestone to mechanical 
erosion. Because of drainage charac- 
teristics of the terrain at that time, 
most of the sandstone eroded from 
the western part of Ohio, leaving 
flat terrain. Being underlaid with 
limestone, the soil in that region is 
quite alkaline. In eastern Ohio, how- 
ever, the erosion has progressed 
much slower, and so today hilly and 
irregular terrain remains. This is 
characteristic of the manner in 
which sandstone erodes. Being under- 
laid with sandstone, the soil in the 
hilly sections of eastern Ohio is gen- 
erally acid. 


Plant Disposition 


Growing in the Hocking parks of 
Ohio, ac cording to Miss Forsyth, are 
hemlocks, native to Canada, and 
thododendrons, native to the regions 
of the Appalachian mountains. Pre- 
vious to the glacial periods, the Ap- 
palachian mountain region drained 
into Lake Michigan through the 
prehistoric Teays river. In what is 
now the Hocking parks region, a

weed seeds are killed in the germina- 
tion zone of the soil by applying 
allyl alcohol through the irrigation 
system. This treatment is made as a 
final step seven to 10 days before 
seeding or planting. The alcohol is 
purchased from the Shell Ohio Co. 
for as little as $1.55 per gallon. It is 
applied to the soil at the rate of 25 
gallons in 5,000 gallons of water to 
the acre. Although allyl alcohol is 
probably less effective than methyl 
bromide, it is less expensive and 
much easier to apply. It has a high 
degree of toxicity and so is a haz- 
ard unless used with caution. 

In the seedbed areas, supplemental 
hand weeding is done by women and 
children during the summer. Forag- 
ing geese do a fairly good job of 
keeping summer weeds under control 
in the planted areas. 

Uniform Beds

Commenting on a preference to 
sell plants rather than labor, Mr. 
Steavenson indicated that the firm’s 
choice had been to de-emphasize 
landscape means of 
moving an increasing supply of odds 
and ends. There is undoubtedly a 
nice balance between diversification 
and specialization, said Mr. Steaven- 
son, and the successful operator is 
the one who discovers the proper 
balance for his own particular situa- 
tion. Perhaps the really smart man 
in this business is the one who can 
make the right decisions on what not 
to do rather than what to do. Un- 
doubtedly it is often more profitable 
to shuck off operations rather than 
to add new ones. 

He illustrated his point by refer- 
ring to figures compiled by one of 
the larger eastern wholesale nurs- 
eries which had determined that the 
limiting factor in its annual volume 
was not the dollars’ worth of plants 
that could be grown, but rather the 
dollars’ worth of plants that could be 
harvested. This nursery found that a 
10-man paid $100 per day, 
could harvest $700 worth of B&B 
evergreens and shade trees, $1,500 
worth of shade trees or 
$3,000 worth of bare-root shrubs. 
Thus the company concentrated on 
the latter classes of nursery 
stock because, even though as much 
net profit per dollar's worth of B&B 
stock could be realized, not enough 
could be harvested to justify its 
operation.

Employee Problems 


Securing and retaining competent 
people is one of the toughest prob- 
lems faced by nurserymen, said Mr. 
Steavenson. Three years ago his 
business was incorporated so that an 
employees’ profit-sharing program 
could be inaugurated. This program 
gives the regular employees a stake 
in the success of the business without 
involving company stock, employee 
contributions or management free- 
dom. Profits are shared on a sliding 
scale of company net; so there is 
incentive for career employees to 
work for the long-pull interest of the 
firm. And, as profit-sharing funds 
are set aside before net earnings are 
calculated, with prior approval from 
the department of revenue, Uncle 
Sam helps to carry the load. 

In order to benefit under this plan, 
employees must reach retirement age 
or die on the job; otherwise the bulk 
of their vested funds is plowed

Such work involves more co- 
operative promotional efforts on the 
part of all nurserymen. 

Another important step in mer. 
chandising is the use of a common 
accounting system in an area. Mr 
Schneider's firm and 14 other nurs- 
eries in his area are now doing this 
and so are able to compare their dif- 
ferent net profits and advertising 
and labor expenditures. 

Commenting on customers’ atti- 
tudes, Mr. Schneider stated that 
there is a preference on the part of 
the buying public to stop at business 
establishments that are attractive 
and modern. Likewise, nurserymen’s 
customers want and are entitled to 
shop in up-to-date garden centers, 
He suggested several conditions 
which a modern garden centet 
should possess. It should provide am- 
ple paved parking space. Everything 
should be clean, orderly and attrac- 
tive. Good housekeeping is a potent 
drawing card for getting more peo- 
ple into the garden center. Mi 
Schneider's firm has capitalized on 
the slogan, “Every day is a flower 
show at Orchard Nurseries.” Uni- 
formed salesmen improve the ap- 
pearance of the garden center. To 
prevent having salesmen spend valu- 
able time on explanations which the 
customer may soon forget. the com- 
pany supplies pamphlets covering 
various subjects. 


Working Conditions 


Employee relations was another 
subject about which Mr. Schneider 
had much to say. Employees should 
be paid well and should be provided 
with good working conditions, with 
incentives that are competitive with 
those of other businesses. Orchard 
Nurseries’ employees are scheduled to 
work five days a week. During bus 
seasons they are permitted to work 
extra time if they choose. Through 
the cooperation of other garden cen- 
ters in the area, group hospitalization 
and other compensations are pro- 
vided. 

Mr. Schneider felt that better 
methods of merchandising must still 
be developed as a means of reducing 
labor costs. In his business it has 
been determined that each salesman 
costs the firm 5 cents a minute. Such 
help is too expensive to be wasted 
on pushing wheelbarrows: so electric 
trucks are used to transport nursery 
stock. Another merchandising prac- 
tice used to reduce the cost of labor 
per customer is storing fertilizers 
and other bulky materials on a porch 
for convenient loading into custom- 
ers cars. 

Pricing practices are also an im- 
portant merchandising factor.

men are more qualified to do such 
work, and so Mr. Schneider prefers 
to turn it over to them. He spends 
5 per cent of the gross income on 
advertising. The average for the 15 
nurserymen in his area is 34 per 
cent. Recognizing the trend toward 
installment purchases, Mr. Schnei- 
der has made arrangements with a 
local bank whereby customers may 
purchase plants and other garden 
items on a time-payment plan. 

The group was reminded by Mr. 
Schneider that quality is the nurs- 
erymen’s best product. The price is 
rapidly forgotten if the customer is 
satisfied with an item. 


Research Report 


Phil Barker, a graduate fellowship 
student, presented a progress report 
on the research work that is being 
carried out at Ohio State Uni- 
versity under the fellowship spon- 
sored by the Ohio Nurserymen’s 
Association. 

Referring to work done in the pro- 
duction of container-grown nursery 
stock, he suggested that utmost pre- 
cautions be taken during the grow- 
ing season to that container 
stock is neither underwatered nor 
overwatered. He discouraged the use 
of mulches on top of the soil in the 
containers, because it makes it diffi- 
cult to determine when the plants 
need water. To avoid overwatering, 
one should inspect the soil balls of 
several plants frequently by remov- 
ing them from the containers. If too 
much water is being applied, the 
color of the roots changes, usually 
to gray or black. Also, the soil ball 
may have an unpleasant sour odor.

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ganic phosphates, are not the com- 
ple te answer to the ornamental plant 
pest problems, according to Dr. Rod- 
riguez. In the case of the scale in- 
sects, especially oyster-shell scale, 
magnolia scale, pine-needle scale and 
juniper scale, the use of dormant oil 
or liquid lime-sulphur are still show- 
ing better results. He pointed out 
the necessity for selecting a day when 
temperatures range near 50 degrees 
when using dormant oils or liquid 
lime-sulphur. In many cases a de- 
layed og ee spraying, when the 
buds are beginning to swell, is to be 
preferred to spraying during mid- 
winter or earlier. 


Proper Timing of Sprays 


The proper timing of sprays was 
emphasized by Dr. Rodriguez. This 
is especially important in the con- 
trol of the gall-making midges and 
mites. The sprays must be applied 
before the galls are formed. By using 
last vear’s infested trees as an indica- 
tion to this year’s probable troubles, 
one can control many infestations. 
Aphis and wood borers should also be 
considered in the group of insects for 
which preventive spraying is recom- 
mended. 

Many questions were asked about 
the use of systemic insecticides. Dr. 
Rodriguez has done some work with 
these products and reported that 
some pests can now be controlled by 
their use, notably the spider mites 
on certain broad-leaved evergreens, 
some leaf-mining insects and aphis 
and other insects with piercing and 
sucking mouth parts. He cautioned 
against the use of the systemics on 
edible plants. 

The panel discussion on labor-sav- 
ing methods and devices brought out 
several ideas and experiences. The 
treating of burlap used on B&B stock 
to be sold through cash-and-carry 
sales lots and garden centers or to be 
held in storage saves the cost of re- 
sacking many plants. Also the prac- 
tice of treating the rope with which 
larger B & B stock is reinforced often 
results in saving of time and mate- 
rial. The use of a tree digger mount- 
ed on a tractor saves much hand la- 
bor when digging bare-root shade 
trees; trees up to 3-inch caliper can 
he so handled. The same equipment 
is helpful in loading heavy B&B 
stock. 

Many other pieces of equipment 
were discussed, such as the mist 
blower type of spraying equipment, 
powered hole diggers and various 
composition pots. The problem of 
maintenance and replacement of 
equipment came up for discussion.

horticulturist, University of Idaho, 
Moscow, gave some basic principles 
of landscaping. He stressed the im- 
portance of good design, grouping of 
plant material and repetition of 
groups. Good planning is important, 
as it will determine whether the 
planting will be a blending, harmoni- 
ous picture or a collection of speci- 
mens. The homeowner should seek 
competent help in choosing and plac- 
ing plants. Professor Snyder advised 
against buying a plant for its indi- 
vidual appeal, without knowing how 
to place it in an existing landscape. 

Color slides showing new varieties 
and arrangements of gladioli were 
shown by Mrs. E. H. Calhoun, Cald- 
well, Ida., who discussed proper 
winter storage and disease control. 
Many new and interesting varieties 
were shown still in the test plots. 


Weed and Insect Controls Told 

Robert Higgins, assistant agrono- 
mist, University of Idaho extension 
service, Boise, told of the principal 
lawn weeds and their control. Insect 
control in the home garden was dis- 
cussed by the Ada county agent, 
Herman Hilfiker, Boise. He stressed 
the importance of proper identifica- 
tion of the insect before steps are 
taken to control it. 

“Color in the Garden,” a panel 
discussion, was moderated by Rich- 
ard Nadeau.

PENINSULA CHAPTER 

An audience of 68 heard a panel 
discussion on merchandising at the 
February meeting of the Peninsula 
chapter, California Association of 
Nurserymen, held at the Old Plan- 
tation, Los Altos, February 7. Bill 
Schoenfeld, soon to be the general 
merchandising manager for Ger- 
main’s, Los Angeles, led the discus- 
sion between chapter members en- 
gaged in the wholesale garden sup- 
ply field. Mr. Schoenfeld keynoted 
the remarks by stating three rules fon 
the nursery garden supply dealer: 
Think big, promote tie-in sales and 
pay careful attention to display of 
merchandise. He advised nursery- 
men to evaluate their increased vol- 
ume. 

‘Too many are relying on increased 
population in their merchandising 
area to boost sales and are not giv- 
ing enough attention to carefully 
planned merchandising. He stated 
that the big problem confronting the 
nurseryman is the low volume of cus- 
tomer traffic. The nurseryman sees 
the customer twice a year, the hard- 
ware store sees him twice a month 
and the supermarket sees him twice 
a week. The solution, he maintained, 
is to use constant advertising and 
promotion to get the customer in and 
planned sales techniques to get the 
largest sale possible when the cus- 
tomer Calls. 

Sherman Hardy, Germain’s San 
Jose, whose specialty is sales of agri- 
cultural chemicals, advised nurservy- 
men to build confidence in the cus- 
tomer by carefully advising him on 
the use of garden products. He urged 
concentrated sales effort on the best 
product for the job. Jack Delehanty. 
Bandini Distributing Co., San Jose, 
emphasized the importance of re- 
lated sales. He brought out that Ford 
has 55 accessories and that the aver- 
age car leaving the assembly shop 
is equipped with 65 per cent of the 
extra accessories available. He urged 
instilling in the salesman the oppor- 
tunity for increased sales in related 
products. Hudson Black, Schmeidell 
& Co., San Francisco, recommended 
displays which tie in with manufac- 
turers’ advertising. Information on 
local advertising schedules is avail- 
able for both a manufacturer's 
representative and the jobber. 


Roy Dunton, C. M. Volkman Co.. 
San Francisco, mentioned 30 items 
carried by most nurserymen related 
to the purchase of lawn seed. He ad- 
vised careful attention to this phase 
of garden store merchandising be- 
cause of the new homeowner’s inter- 
est in lawn seed and allied products 
immediately after his moving in. Mr. 
Dunton explained the importance of 
the salesman’s knowing his 
and making the proper recommenda- 
tions to insure repeat business from 
the customer. 

James Weldon, succeeding Mr. 
Schoenfeld as Bay area sales man- 
ager for Germain’s, pointed out that 
the nurseryman is not getting his 
share of the power mower market. 
[his situation can be corrected by 
offering demonstrations and supply- 
ing credit terms through local bank 
financing. He said it is also impor- 
tant to locate and recommend 
liable service facilties. Charles Scull,

CALIFORNIA TURF MEET 


The turf grass institute and field 
day held February 1 at Rickey’s, 
Palo Alto, Calif., and at the test 
plots of the Ferry-Morse Seed Co. 
at Mountain View featured a dis- 
cussion by Dr. P. A. Miller, depart- 
ment of plant pathology, University 
of California at Los Angeles, on 
some of the commonest dis- 
eases found in northern California. 
Though specific remedies were men- 
tioned for each of the diseases, care- 
ful fertilization, especially the proper 


erass 


use of the nitrogen-bearing ferti- 
lizing elements, was recommended 
for control in all cases. 

Speaking on weed control, Dr. 
William A. Harvey, agricultural ex- 
tension service, University of Cali- 
fornia, Davis, noted that the cur- 


rent trend in herbicide production is 
toward greater specialization and 
that operators must learn the spe- 
cific properties, limitations and re- 
quirements of these preparations be- 
fore applying them. Dr. Harvey said 
that in almost every failure of one 
of the new herbicides reported to 
him the poor results were due to im- 
proper use of the preparation. 
Weed recognition was emphasized 
at the institute with the colored 
slides of California turf weeds pre- 
sented by Victor B. Younger, of 
U. C. L. A., and with firsthand ob- 
servation at the weed control dem- 
onstration plots of the Ferry-Morse 
testing grounds at Mountain View, 
where the group gathered in the 
afternoon. Opportunity was also af- 
forded to inspect the plots in which 
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the seed company’s field trials are 
in progress. 


MONROVIA SCHOLARSHIPS 


The Monrovia Nursery Co., Azu- 
sa. Calif., has approved two annual 
$200 scholarship awards to freshmen 
students of the California State 
Polytechnic College. According to 
Howard Past, president, and Martin 
Usrey, general manager, the board 
of directors of Monrovia Nursery 
Co. voted to establish the scholar- 
ships as the Harry E. Rosedale me- 
morial awards, in tribute to the 
company’s late founder, and to make 
the first presentations this spring.

New home construction calls for 
more plant materials indoors and 
out. He predicted there will be some 
letdown in home construction, but 
he told nurserymen and landscapers 
that the landscaping of school 
grounds and the new highway plant- 
ing programs offered many possibili- 
ties. 

On the topic, “What’s New in 
Agricultural Chemicals,” there were 
four speakers. The first, O. C. Comp- 


ton, associate horticulturist, O. S.C., 
covered chelates. Mr. Compton ex- 
plained that chelates make available 
substances needed by plants in a 
form which they can use. Chelated 
iron is primarily used on acid soils, 
but there are now available chelates 
for soils with an alkaline or lime con- 
dition. He said that chelates should 
be applied exactly as specified and 
never overdone. Chelates are only 
for meeting deficiencies, never for

Roland E. Laning, Jr., research 
assistant in Mow wer a &. <. 
dealt with herbicides. Amino tria- 
zole is a good systemic-type herbi- 
cide which disrupts the formation of 
chlorophyll in such deep-rooted 
plants as thistles and also works well 
on some perennial grasses. Foliage 
must be sprayed when the plants are 
growing well. The residual effect in 
soil is short during the growing sea- 
son. Dalapon is a good systemic 
herbicide on grasses, and when it is 
used in combination with amino 
triazole, both materials are more 
effective. 

Sesin was described as a 24-D 
bensolate material that does not 
leach so quickly from the soil as 
some other products. It should be 
applied to a clean field, as it is not 
intended to be used on weeds which 
have emerged. Instead, it stops 
emergence of weeds. Neburon is the 
least soluble of three  urea-type 
herbicides and probably more selec- 
tive than other CMU types. It 
should be applied on a clean field. 

I. C. MacSwan, 
pathologist, O. S. C., covered fungi- 
cides and nematocide. He told about 
the use of chloropicrin, Vapam, My- 
lone and Nemagon. Chloropicrin is 
being used in some areas as a field 
control for nematodes and fungi. 
Applied with applicator, it is some- 
what expensive to use.

better fungicide than a 
nematocide. After application, the 
soil should not be used for about 
three to four weeks. Mylone has been 
used little in Oregon, and little is 
known about its effects there. Nema- 
gon can be used around living plants 
and is supposed to be a good control 
for root-knot nematodes. Best use of 
this and other nematocides and 
fungicides is by injection in the soil 
under Oregon conditions, he said.

Systemics 

New systemic insecticides was the 
subject of C. R. Amen, American 
Cyanamid Co. He reviewed the func- 
tion of parathion, TEPP and mala- 
thion, the organic phosphates, and 
told how they are translocated in 
the plants, attacking insects. He 
then told about schradon, Systox or 
Demeton, and- Thymet, all new 
systemic insecticides. The systemics. 
he said, are effective chiefly against 
sucking insects. These materials have 
a good potential value for use on 
seeds and bulbs, once a way can be 
devised to handle the seeds and bulbs 
afterward without danger of toxicity

Dr. Stoutemyer’s topic was “Fu- 
ture Opportunities in the Field of 
Ornamental Horticulture.” A great- 
er population, building more houses, 
provides new customers with a de- 
mand for horticultural specialties, 
he said. But competition for the dol- 
lar is keen, and even though egarden- 
ing is the nation’s No. | hobby, nurs- 
erymen and landscape gardeners are 
going to have to work for their share 
of the dollar. 

Ornamental horticulture is unde- 
veloped in America as compared to 
Europe. There is a need for creating 
a plant-minded and_ plant-buying 
public. The speaker paid tribute to 
the fine job being done by journal- 
ists and extension workers in creat- 
ing a greater demand for plants and 
flowers. Desire for more plantings 
about homes, he said, is greatly 
stimulated by seeing good landscape 
work about buildings and along 
highways. He described the land- 
scaping maintenance department at 
Los Angeles. 

The initial landscaping is a small 
part of the cost of a home, he said, 
and he recommended that a program 
be devised whereby persons would 
be encouraged to change their old 
plantings and keep up with the 
times. He said that in floriculture 
and nurseries there is too much sell- 
ing of materials and not the art 
which goes with them. Too many 
people, he said, do not know how to 
use flowers and plants properly and 
hence do not use them enough. 
There should be greater emphasis 
on the use of plant materials adapt- 
ed to the climate. Dr. Stoutemyet 
accompanied his talk with colored 
slides, as did many of the other 
speakers.

cities because of the environment. 
The way of living in the west, he 
said, had allowed man to take full 
advantage of his environment. Each 
spot is a magnetic field, which draws 
a particular individual. 

The environment of a neighbor- 
hood, even of an entire city, may be 
the result of the use of plants. Many 
cities have specific rules concerning 
trees and other plant materials to be 
used in specific areas. A city may 
gain its personality through its plant 
materials, but, too often, a city loses 
its identity with beauty through a 
careless maintenance of its plant life. 

Less home living space makes it 


necessary to provide more outdoor 
living space. The speaker advocated 
the use of plants in attractive con- 
tainers which can be moved about to 
change the complexion of the out- 
door living room from time to time. 
He cited the use of fences as an ex- 
ample of the way in which areas 
which could be utilized for nursery 
stock are lost to another industry. 


Plants are conversation pieces and 
as such become a part of the enter- 
tainment in the outdoor living room 
There is a trend toward individual- 
izing gardens, using plants which are 
unusual in form, rather than sym-

How to Grow and Maintain 


Healthy Plants California Topic 


By Charles J. Burr 


A repeat performance of the 
nurserymen’s institute sponsored by 
the University of California agricul- 
tural extension service and the Cali- 
fornia Association of Nurserymen 
was held January 30 at Berkeley for 
the benefit of northern California 
nurserymen. The southern California 
institute occurred a week earlier at 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles. 

Almost 200 nurserymen, landscape 
gardeners and park personnel heard 
plant scientists tell how to grow and 
maintain healthy plants. 

After brief opening remarks, 
Chairman Marsden H. Kimball, 
specialist in ornamental horticulture 
at U. C. L. A,, introduced John H. 
Madison, who gave a concise outline 
of the principles of plant growth. 
Dr. Madison teaches in the depart- 
ment of landscape management at 
the university’s campus at Davis. His 
talk set the stage for the next two 
speakers, the first being F. W. Went, 
professor of plant physiology at Calli- 
fornia Institute of Technology, Pasa- 
dena. 

Temperature and Light 


Dr. Went’s subject was “Responses 
of Plants to Temperature and Light.” 
He prefaced his remarks by pointing 
out that, whereas animals can move 
around to find conditions of heat and 
light suiting their pleasure, plants 
are restricted to the conditions in 
which they are growing and must 
adapt themselves to those conditions 
or perish. 

When plants are brought into lab- 
oratories under controlled conditions 
of heat and light their climate pref- 
erences for optimum growth and for 
flower, fruit and seed production can 
be determined. By comparing the 
favorable conditions in the laboratory 
with similar actual climatic condi- 
tions a grower can be more certain of 
determining the locality in which a 
specified plant will thrive. 

For example, Dr. Went displayed 
a graph of monthly temperature 
curves for various California areas. 
On this he superimposed a chart 
showing the best day and night tem- 
peratures for certain annual and 
perennial plants. In combination, 
these diagrams show the best climatic 
areas for particular varieties and the 
months in the year when best growth 


and flower production can be ex- 
pected. 
Hormones 


Anton Lang, internationally known 
authority on hormones and _ their 
effect on plant growth, was the next 
speaker. He told how the hormone 
substance, auxin, produced by cells 
in the tips of plants, controls growth 
in length and thickness of the stem 
and holds up development of side 
branching near the stem tips. Auxin 
also affects root growth and controls 
shedding of leaves, flowers and fruit. 

Kinetin is another plant hormone

that has been found to control certain 
types of growth when present in 
varying amounts. Of recent interest 
has been the study of gibberellic acid 
and its extraordinary effect on length 
of stem growth. When applied to 
plants almost entirely lacking in stem

pected to produce a normal amount 
of growth and to set an average 
number of flower buds. Midsummer 
pruning has a dwarfing tendency and 
upsets flower bud development. 

On the other hand, broad-leaved 
evergreens pruned in midsummer 
rather than fall will show a more 
normal growth development. Frost 
resistance in this class of plants is 
reduced by heavy fall pruning. 

Fertilizers 

O. R. Lunt, of the U. C. L. A. 
department of irrigation and soils, 
talked on “Fertilizers and How 
Plants Use Them.” He explained 
that fertilizers are needed in three 
growing situations: (1) Where the 
soil is naturally low in plant nutri- 
ents; (2) where nutrients are pres- 
ent but unavailable to the plant, 
and (3) where nutrients are being 
used faster than the soil releases 
them. 

As far as the major soil elements 
are concerned, California are 
usually equipped with enough of all 
except nitrogen, which is _ easily 
leached from the soil by irrigation. 


soils 


It is also easily replaced through 
the many sources of nitrogen avail- 
able. Iron, a minor element, is not 
so easily added, and its unavailability 
creates a problem in many California 
soils. It is hoped that chelates may 
eventually be the answer. Later, in 
the afternoon panel session, it was 
brought out that spraying foliage 
with solutions of Greeny 26 and 
DTPA relieved the iron deficiency 
and that aerating the soil and bring- 
ing the pH down below 7.0 had 
caused iron to be released. 


Panel Discussions 


The afternoon panel sessions were 
divided into three groups: “Propaga- 
tion, Planting and Pruning,” with 
Chairman John N. Fiske, farm ad- 
viser for Napa county; “Climate, 
Temperature and_ Light,” with 
Chairman Vernon T. Stoutemyer, 
department of floriculture and horti- 
culture, U. C. L. A., and “Soils and 
Nutrition,’ with Chairman O. R. 
Lunt. Panels discussed questions vol- 
unteered from the audience. 

The panel on propagation advised, 
in reply to a question on mist spray, 
that it is unnecessary to keep the 
foliage wet as long as the humidity 
is 80 per cent or over. As a matter 
of fact, wetness of foliage dissipates 
valuable nutrients. The same panel 
suggested this solution for treatment 
of cuttings: One fourth of a teaspoon 
of indolebutyric acid in three and 
one-third fluid ounces of 50 per cent 
alcohol.

The panel on climate suggested 
that much of the problem of poin- 
gttia leaf drop could be prevented 
by using liquid fertilizer when water- 
ing the plants in the final stages of 
development. 


New Filing System 


An interesting card file for the use 
of nurserymen, landscape architects 
and garden consultants, called Plant- 
sort, was displayed by Robert J. Tet- 
low, department of landscape archi- 
tecture, University of California, 
Berkeley. The cards, one for each 
particular plant variety, are arranged 
so that they can be punched to indi- 
cate height, spread, flower color, 
growth habit, type of leaf, texture 
and many other individual charac- 
teristics. Arranged in a file, cards of 
a whole group of plants having sim- 
ilar characteristics can be removed 
imply by inserting a needle in the 
given classification. After use, they 
may be returned to the file in any 
order for further reference. 

The cards are currently being sup- 
plied in blank only, the operator fill- 
ing them in for varieties in which he 
has interest.

metrical plants. Colored gravel or 
other material can give an unusual 
background for plants and make 
them stand out. He also suggested 
that a garden have a theme. 

The second general assembly was 
concluded with a panel discussion on 
‘Survival and Spread of Plant 
Pests.” Speakers on the panel were 
Dr. Roy A. Young, plant patholo- 
gist, O. S. C.; Dr. H. J Jensen, as- 
sistant nematologist, O. S. C.; Dr. 
K. G. Swenson, associate entomolo- 
gist, O. S. C., and Frank McKennon, 
chief, bureau of plant industry, Ore- 
gon state department of agriculture, 
Salem. 

Dr. Young opened the discussion 
with a few words about the spread- 
ing of fungus. Inasmuch as either 
the plant or soil may contain the 
lungus, it is easy to transport the 
latter from one place to another. 
Unfortunately, plants which look 
clean when inspected may not always 
be completely so and will transfer 
lungus diseases. He advised growers 
to follow all regulatory rules as 
closely as possible. All questionable 
plant material should be discarded. 
The speaker dealt also with the 
means by which vectors transmit

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fungus diseases from one plant to 
others and told how many plants act 
as hosts for the diseases. 

Discussing nematodes, Dr. Jensen 
described and showed with slides the 
means by which they feed. Some 
nematodes will survive 29 years in 
the soil. Many nematodes are spread 
by means of propagating material, 
and others through the movement of 
Nematodes may survive in the 
larva or adult Because 
of protective coverings of the nema- 
tode and the protection of the soil ot 
plants, nematodes are difficult to 
control. 

Nematodes, he said, are 
principally through movement of 
soil or plants, wind, watering, over- 
crowding of plants or erosion. Thistle 
seeds which are blown from one 
place to another can contain nema- 
todes. The movement of machinery 
from one spot to another and the 
moving of land can also be the means 
of transporting nematodes. There is 
no outstandng method of eliminating

Dr. Swenson talked about insect 


pests. Their principal method of 
moving about is by wings, he said, 
and many of them migrate long dis- 
tances.

Frank McKennon summarized the 
work done by his department in re- 
gard to regulatory measures and 
quarantines. He said the restrictive 
measures set by Canada in regard 
to plant materials from the United 
States had come about largely as a 
result of carelessness on the part of 
American shippers. Canada, he said, 
will not accept shipments of stock 
which has aerial parts waxed with 
anvthing but clear wax. 

In addition to the general sessions 
reported here, there were special 
programs for nurserymen, landscape 
gardeners and flower and 
for holly growers. Accounts of these 
two events will appear in a subse- 
quent Issue.

3. Directors voted to recommend

quest of the Canadian chapter 

4. A special liaison committee 
was appointed to confer with a sim- 
ilar committee of the National Land- 
scape Nurserymen’s Association for 
the purpose of exploring ways and 
means of better servicing this group.

some environmental factor may have 
affected the absorption and/or trans- 
location of the chemical. Maleic hy- 
drazide was not readily absorbed by 
plants when the relative humidity 
was low, so a varying relative humid- 
ity may vary the amount of maleic 
hydrazide entering the plant. Present 
studies are concentrated on the fac- 
tors affecting absorption of maleic 
hydrazide. 

In addition to its use in preventing 
early spring growth of evergreens, 
maleic hydrazide has been used suc- 
cessfully to prevent potatoes, onions 
and carrots from sprouting while in 
storage, and some use has been made 
of it to prevent sprouting of nursery 
stock in storage. 

Maleic hydrazide has also been 
used to inhibit growth of grasses and 
thus reduce the number of mowings 
required. Along the Merritt parkway, 
in Connecticut, maleic hydrazide was 
reported to have reduced the number 
of mowings from the usual 19 per 
season to only two. In this connec- 
tion, it was noted that six to eight 
weeks after treatment of taxus with 
maleic hydrazide at the Berryhill 
nursery, the number and size of weeds 
in the treated plots was considerably 
less than in the untreated plots. Ma- 
leic hydrazide has also been used on 
hedges to reduce the number of 
shearings required. 


Container Stock 


The reports on research problems 
were concluded with a talk on con- 
tainer production of nursery stock, by 
Philip Barker, a graduate student. 
He stated that the first thing to con- 
sider in planning a program for con- 
tainer stock production is to select 
the stock to be used. To illustrate this 
point, he said that a pyracantha cut- 
ting rooted in winter is sufficiently 
developed to plant in a container in 
May. Such cuttings will grow fifteen 
to eighteen inches in one season, and 
because it was started in the contain- 
er when small it can be more easily 
shaped. In other trials, callused hard- 
wood cuttings were stuck in soil in a 
container. Using this method, 12 to 
15-inch plants were produced in a 
erowing season. 

Whether to use the metal contain- 
ers or tar paper pots may be a matter 
of personal choice. A metal container 
is easier to handle, and plants in 
metal containers ship better. Tar 
paper pots are somewhat cheaper 
originally, but the difference may be 
saved by the greater ease in handling 
of metal containers: tar paper pots 
can be obtained in more sizes than 
metal containers.

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tems regularly, by knocking plants 
out of cans, to guard against over- 
watering. Those plants which are less 
hardy in the Columbus area should 
be mulched with sawdust, corncobs, 
etc., to protect them from extreme 
temperature changes. 

In the spring of 1956, plants were 
sent to several garden stores. It was 
discovered that there was a market 
for smaller-size plants in flower in 
containers. Other possible new mar- 
keting ideas include the sale of ever- 
ereen trees in containers for use as 
table models and Christmas trees and 
the display of small plants in contain- 
ers near large plants of the same kind 
in full fruit or flower, to allow the 
customer to see how the mature plant 
looks. 

The next speaker, Dr. John P. 
Mahlstede, of the department of hor- 
ticulture, Iowa State College, Ames, 
talked on both packaging and mar- 
keting of nursery stock. His com- 
ments will appear in a later issue of 
the American Nurseryman. 

Preceding a lunch of the Ohio 
State Floricultural Association, Nor- 
man M. Johnston, Baltimore, Md., 
sooke on “Nursery Garden Store De- 
sign and Management.” A summary 
of his remarks will be printed in a 
subsequent issue. 

Promotion 

After lunch, Jack Jones, of the 
Southwest Landscape Co., Dallas, 
Tex., spoke on publicity and adver- 
tising in the nursery-landscape busi- 
ness. He began by saying that it is 
important to keep the loyalty and 
good will of a customer and that a 
long-held customer is the best. He 
advised nursery-landscape owners to 
sell quality stock and keep prices up. 
It is better to raise a standard and 
set the price to it rather than build 
to a price. 

Nurserymen, landscape architects 
and others engaged in the nursery- 
landscape business should be associ- 
ates and work together rather than 
compete. 

In selling a plant, tell the customer 
its faults as well as its good points, 
and state the effects from the land- 
scape point of view. Serve customers 
with enthusiasm. 

Mr. Jones said that the Dallas 
Nursery-Landscape Association takes 
a booth at flower shows and mem- 
bers supply plants and materials for 
the display. This booth advertises 
the association and the industry. An- 
other activity of the Dallas Nurs- 
ery-Landscape Association is group 
advertising, which pays. The em- 
ployment of publicity specialists is 
often helpful in advertising.

ery-Landscape Association is assigned 
to work with civic groups, such as 
the Boy Scouts, in projects and pro. 
grams. These civic groups give much 
free advertising to the association, 

At Dallas, a magazine is presented 
to each new homeowner in the city. 
The nurserymen’s association sees to 
it that there is a color picture in the 
magazine showing a well-landscaped 
home. 

Another activity is a landscape 
plan competition for landscape archi- 
tecture students in Texas colleges, 
The winning plan is carried out at 
the Dallas home show. Speakers are 
supplied by the association for dif- 
ferent schools. One school will be 
landscaped next year, and the chil- 
dren in the school are to be put in 
charge of maintaining the grounds, 
There is a shortage of college stu- 
dents in landscape architecture 
courses, and it is hoped that the 
planting program may encourage in- 
terest in a career in the landscape 
field. 

Various are made of news- 
papers for publicity, including slogan 
advertising, articles written for the 
garden editor and pictures of patios, 
pools and plantings. A radio station 
free time to the association. 
Civic-minded people can urge plant- 
ing of street trees. 

A $1,500,000 garden center is be- 
ing built at Dallas. It is a garden 
club project, but the Nursery-Land- 
scape Association is helping. Pres- 
ence of this center will encourage in- 
terest in gardening, with a subse- 
quent increase in sales of nursery- 
landscape stores. 

Four landscape firms in Dallas co- 
operate in newspaper advertising.

Blue star week, when a plant with a 
star on the container is given to the 
finder, entices people to walk around 
the salesyard. A full-page advertise- 
ment of specials, such as an after- 
Christmas sale, often brings good 
results. Another way of obtaining 
publicity has been to pay employees 
with silver dollars or $2 bills, then 
run an advertisement about a week 
later telling where the coins or bills 
came from. 

Scale models of landscaped homes 
can be lent to builders and other 
interested persons for use on tele- 
vision. 

One of the questions asked Mr 
Jones was whether potential custom- 
ers waited to take advantage of spe- 
cial sales. He answered that a few 
do, but most do not, since they would

figure itself was insufficient to meet 
increased operating costs and main- 
tain an adequate return. The carri- 
ers said they needed an over-all 15 
per cent rate increase.

ing job for a bank at Detroit where 
there was no question about the 
bank’s spending $150 for an interior 
planting in a flower box or $1,000 
for a lawn, but when it came to 
spending $450 for the landscape 
work there was a big argument. This 
attitude, said Mr. Poleo, needs to 
be corrected. 


Patents and Trade-Marks 


Explaining the difference between 
plant patents and trade-marks and 
what they can do for nurserymen 
was the subject of a talk delivered by 
John Siebenthaler, Siebenthaler Co., 
Dayton, O., Thursday morning. A 
patent, he said, is a registration with 
the federal government of a new 
process or a new product, which is 
assigned a number. It is up to the 
owner to protect the patent, as the 
government will not do so. In order 
to obtain a patent the product or 
process must not have been in prior 
existence nor must it have previously 
been sold or distributed. It must 
have appreciable differences from 
other products or processes in ex- 
istence. 

The benefits of a patent are re- 
ceived in royalties paid by others who 
are licensed to grow or manufacture 
the product or use the process. The 
usual patent is issued for 17 years and 
can be renewed for two 17-year 
periods. However, a plant patent is 
issued for only 17 years and cannot 
be renewed. After that period, any 
person can avail himself of the prod- 
uct. This year plant patents through 
numbers 483 will expire. 


Trade-Mark a Symbol 
A trade-mark, said Mr. Sieben- 


thaler, is a symbol to distinguish the 
goods of one manufacturer from an- 


other’s. It also helps to advertise 
that product. An entirely new name 
can be used for a trade-mark, such 


as the word Kodak, designating cer- 
tain film, or an unrelated name can 
be employed, such as Camel, for cer- 
tain cigarettes. Descriptive names

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can be used, such as Halo, for a 
shampoo, or the place where the 
roduct is manufactured can be em- 
ployed, as in Waterman pen. An ob- 
ject can be a trade-mark, an example 
of which is the dog listening by a 
horn, symbolizing R. C. A. Victor. 
Trade-marks which cannot be reg- 
istered and used are ones which are 
already in existence or which are 
national symbols. A name which has 
been registered as a trade-mark and 
has later become so popular that it 
is used to designate a product will 
be canceled as a trade-mark. Cello- 
phane was registered as a trade-mark, 
but the continuation was denied. 
Aspirin is another example. Nothing 
which suggests a certain person can 
be registered as a trade-mark, nor 
can deceptive or scandalous names 
be registered. 
Trade-mark Use 


Trade-marks must always be 
spelled and used in the same manner, 
although different sizes of the trade- 
mark can be employed. The mark 
must be placed physically on the 
product or on containers of it or ap- 
pear in a nearby display. It may 
appear on tags attached to the prod- 
uct. The wording “Registered in the 
United States Patent Office” or an 
abbreviation “Reg. U. S. Pat. Off.” 
or a circle with an R in it must ap- 
pear with the trade-mark. 

The trade-mark can be lost if it is 
improperly used by a licensee. If a 
nurseryman has a trade-mark which 
can be used to promote a product, 
such as that used by the Stark Nurs- 
ery Co., then register it, advised Mr. 
Siebenthaler. It will help sales, he 
said, and be an aid in marketing. In 
concluding his talk, Mr. Siebenthaler 
advised nurserymen to see a lawyer 
when dealing with patents and pref- 
erably select one who specializes in 
this field. 

Merchandising Talk 

An attentive audience heard with 
interest the remarks of Jack Schnei- 
der, Orchard Nursery, Lafayette, 
Calif.. in his talk, “More Merchan- 
dising for Bigger and Better Retail 
Business.” He stated that California 
nurserymen have the same problem 
in selling as do nurserymen in other 
states. Other nurseries are not com- 
petitors, he said; rather it is the tele- 
vision store, the appliance store, etc., 
with which the nurserymen must 
compete. 

In order to provide a common 
accounting’ system, 15 garden center 
operators in northern California have 
employed the services of an account- 
ant, who assembles the figures from 
the separate firms, related Mr.

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Schneider. This information helps 
each business in its operation. He 
stated that the net profit of the firms 
has been declining and prices wil] 
have to be raised. 

Mr. Schneider said he believed the 
nursery business is in the twilight 
area. People go to supermarkets, not 
to the corner grocery store. It is 
necessary that nurserymen modernize 
their garden centers. People stop at 
neat, attractive-looking places with 
plenty of parking area. 

Pricing is not the main factor in 
merchandising, said Mr. Schneider. 
The small fellow down the street 
who is selling at cut-rate prices is 
selling only one thing, and that is 
price. 

Mr. Schneider described his newly 
built garden center at Lafayette, re- 
lating his various methods of mer- 
chandising stock. This information 
is given in a report of the Ohio 
Nurserymen’s Association convention 
appearing elsewhere in this issue. 


Government Competition 


There is little need for governmen- 
tal agencies to produce what inter- 
feres with private industry, said C. A, 
Boyer, chief, bureau of plant indus- 
try, department of agriculture, Lan- 
sing, in his talk Thursday morning 
on the government’s relations with 
the commercial nursery industry. 
Governmental agencies, he contin- 
ued, should be confined to services 
for the American public. 

Tree planting in the soil bank pro- 
gram, related Mr. Boyer, has been 
placed in the hands of the U. S. D. A. 
forest service. W. S. Sevingler, as- 
sistant chief of forest service, appar- 
ently is in charge of the program 
and has the responsibility of deter- 
mining the species of trees which will 
be recognized at the national level 
as eligible for establishment pay- 
ments and annual rental payments. 
State foresters of each state, he said, 
have assumed the responsibility for 
making trees available for the soil 
bank. The chairmen of the state 
agricultural stabilization and con- 
servation committees are responsible 
for determining the practices for 
which payment will be made by turn- 
ing directly to Washington. Mr. 
Boyer felt the powers of the indi- 
vidual states have been undermined 
by the plan. The government’s duty, 
he said, should be to provide laws, 
not subsidies. 

The chairman of the agriculture 
committee in the House of Repre- 
sentatives stated, as late as January 
10, 1957, reported Mr. Boyer, that 
he understood the soil bank was go- 
ing to be supplied with nursery stock

from private nurseries and not state 
nurseries, further relating that this 
was the intent of Congress. 

From the legislative history of the 
soil bank act, the commercial nurs- 
eries of this country had every reason 
to expect early contacts from the offi- 
cials of the U. S. D. A. to determine 
the extent of cooperation in meeting 
the anticipated needs of the program. 
Such inquiries, to his knowledge, said 
Mr. Boyer, were never made until 
the nurserymen took the initiative in 
requesting a meeting at Omaha, 
Neb., as late as October, 1956. It is 
authentically reported, stated Mr. 
Boyer, that, since the forestry com- 
mittee meeting in July, 1956, 
$4,000,000 has been allotted for ex- 
pansion of state nurseries for 1956 
and 1957. Mr. Boyer said he thinks 
an additional $6,000,000 is to be 
made available for this purpose in 
1958. 

The Defense Department has dis- 
continued some 45 nurseries on vari- 
ous military installations, he reported, 
yet the Department of Agriculture 
continues to expend federal funds 
for the maintenance and expansion 
of competition in tree seedling 
production merely by handing over 
federal funds to the states for this 
purpose. 

In Michigan, related Mr. Boyer,

Concerning a question on whether 
it is advantageous to strip leaves 
when moving trees in summer, Mr. 
Young said he cannot see the advan- 
tage and customers do not like the 
idea.

Roots Balled in Peat 


To extend the selling season, a 
panel member said that up to 8 o1 
10-foot shade trees are dug in early 
spring and balled in peat moss sur- 
rounded with rotproof burlap. These 
trees are heeled in, in a peat bed, and 
watered. Approximately 100 per cent 
survived. This technique has been 
followed with Moline elms; Moraine, 
Imperial and Sunburst locusts; clump 
birch, and Crimson King maples. 
Having the tree in full leaf in the 


summer helps to sell the trees. The 
method has been used with shade 
trees up to 2-inch caliper. Two or 


three times during the summer, 
liquid fertilizer is used. When the 
trees are planted, peat moss is used 
around the ball, and a layer of top- 
soil is placed around the trunk. Pots 
have their merit with small mate- 
rial, but the panel member believed 
this method is easier for holding 
larger stock. The beds in which this 
stock is held are not shaded. 

Panel on Irrigation 

Moderating a panel on irrigation 
practices Thursday afternoon was 
Louis Bookwalter, Berryhill Nursery 
Co., Springfield, O. Panel members 
included Glen Davis, R. M. Kellogg 
Co., Three Rivers; Paul Armintrout, 
Armintrout Evergreen Nursery, Al- 
legan; Glen Trommeter, the Cottage 
Gardens, Lansing, and Jim Smart, 
D. Hill Nursery Co., Dundee, III. 

Mr. Bookwalter said nurserymen 
are caught in a cost-price squeeze; 
so they need to look for ways to re- 
duce costs. 

Mr. Davis said his nursery has 90 
acres with overhead irrigation, de- 
signed to water 15 acres at a time. A 
crop can be produced in a much 
shorter time on irrigated soil, he 
stated. With labor costs increasing, 
it will be necessary to obtain two or 
three times the amount of production 
per acre, he believed. Mr. Davis 
thinks he will have to irrigate all his 
land for profitable operation and 
urged nurserymen to investigate irri- 
gation. The initial cost is high, but 
irrigation will be profitable in the 
long run. 

Next, Mr. Smart described the 
irrigation systems of the D. Hill 
Nursery Co. Two systems are used, 
he said.

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was not enough water. Some shallow 
wells were planned at a depth of 
300 feet, but final digging was 1,300 
feet. For container stock, moving 
Rain-King sprinklers are used. Feed- 
ing is also done through this system. 

Mr. Armintrout related that he 
has a portable system, with five 
acres under overhead irrigation. 

The source of water is the main 
problem, said Mr. Trommeter. The 
physical layout of the nursery has 
much to do with the efficie ncy of the 
irrigation system. 


Panel on Research 


Heading a panel discussion on 
“Right Research Right Now for the 
Nursery Industry,” was Dr. Harold 
Tukey, Michigan State University, 
East Lansing. Panel members were 
Harold Hunziker, M. J. Hunziker & 
Sons, Niles; Louis Flannery, Flan- 
nery Nursery, Birmingham, and 
Robert Hobbs, Hobbs & Sons, Inc.., 
Bridgeport, Ind. 

Marketing research is a major 
problem, concluded the panel. The 
various phases of the nursery busi- 
ness cannot be separated, for mar- 
keting goes away back to production. 
Such research, said the panel, aims 
at providing quality, and 
diversity, for which organization is 
necessary. 


Two Serious Pests 


service 


Talking on two serious pests that 
kill and retard ornamental plants 
was Dr. Ray Hutson, Michigan State 
University, East Lansing. With one, 
the flat-headed apple tree borer, the 
larvae does the damage, said Dr. 
Hutson. The beetle can tell better 
than a nurseryman what tree is in 
poor condition. Healthy trees gen- 
erate enough sap pressure to drown 
out the larvae, but a tree that is 
drying out cannot. The eggs are laid 
in June. 

When trees are moved they receive 
a great shock, and this is just the 
condition for which the insects are 
waiting. Wrapping the tree for pro- 
tection is good in the case of sap- 
lings, but spraying in late July was 
advised. Spraying has to be done 
before the insect does the damage. 

The second dangerous insect, said 
Dr. Hutson, is the pine-shoot moth. 
It is not new, he added; it has been 
fought for years. Up to 1946, lead 
arsenate was used to control this in- 
sect, but the product was not too 
effective. A DDT emulsion of pow- 
der, using two pounds of emulsion 
to 100 gallons of water, will give 
control. Spraying is done in spring, 
with two applications soon after the 
moths appear in June.

renance, they have other good char- 
acteristics that outweigh the main- 
nance requirement. One should 
also consider atmospheric conditions 
that are adverse and pick plants that 
will tolerate conditions that prevail. 
Do not select plants for a 1-shot 


effect, if they are no good the rest 
of the year. Use larger materials 
where size of the area permits. One 


small tree may give the effect of four 
or five smaller shrubs. Professor 
Chadwick also feels that the large: 
landscapes afford a greater oppor- 
tunity to use some off-color plants, 
and after seeing some of the Euro- 
pean gardens, he thinks more colo 
could be used in plantings here. 
Plantings of school grounds and 


other large areas could be of great 
educational value if the teachers 
would make contact between the 


children and the plant materials. 
Arborists, nurserymen and landscape 
men should push this point. More 
men are needed in these fields, and 
the elementary school is a good place 
to create an interest. 

Hypericum and Anthony Waterer 
spiraea were in the recommended list, 
although both require considerable 
maintenance. Professor Chadwick 
pointed out that these plants can be 
cut to the ground each spring, and 
the job is done. Vitex can also be 
treated in this manner. 

The old standby, Chaenomeles la- 
genaria (common flowering quince) 
is one of the best plants. It flowers 
every year from tip to base, and 
pruning does not affect the flowering. 
Flowering-quinces have good foliage 
and they offer wide variations in 
flower color. 

Planting 

The importance of properly spac- 
ing plants was discussed by Professor 
Ries, who suggested that plants 
should have ample distance to grow 
to mature size without becoming 
crowded. 

A solution to the schoolground 
problem is to let the children of each 
room be responsible for a certain 
group of plants; in this way the 
youngsters will take a personal re- 
sponsibility and keep other children 
from defacing the plants. 

Large areas may be used as a sales 
area to acquaint the public with some 
of the better plants that have been 
neglected. 


Recommended Items 


Euonymus alatus compactus is a 
good plant and is in general usage, 
but the common species, which gives 
a much better corky twig effect, is 
being neglected. For the larger land-

areas. For walks, Mr. Bicknell pre- 
fers crushed gravel rather than 
round gravel, as the former flattens 
better and stays put. 

Water and pools and benches and 
seats are playing an important part 
in modern design. Wood is also used 
in working out the design pattern. 
Old telephone poles and railroad 
ties are useful for retaining soil in 
raised beds, for holding banks or for 
marking property lines. 

Considerable thought should be 
given to the selection of plants for 
the modern landscape. They should 
be chosen on the basis of size, form, 
structure, texture and color, more 
or less in that order. 

Ground covers have been one of 
the important answers to planting 
the modern house. Euonymus colo- 
ratus has been one of the most-used 
plants. For a while, scale appear- 
ance became so bad that it was not 3-point tractors. 
advisable to use euonymus, but e 
malathion and parathion now con- 
trol scale readily.

Spray Program 


Ted Smith discussed custom tree 
spraying. He related his experience 
during the past year in a spray pro- 
gram for Dutch elm disease in the 
city of East Lansing. In 1956 seven 
elm trees were afflicted with the dis- 
ease. As a result, Mr. Smith’s firm 
was commissioned to spray the elm 
trees in the city. Every homeowner 
was sent a letter in which the offer 
was made to spray each elm tree 
once during the season for a fee 
ranging from $2.90 to $5.90, depend- 
ing upon the size and location of the 
tree on the owner's property. The 
spray used was DDT applied either 
through a mist blower for trees 
along the city streets, or by hydraulic 
sprayer for those trees located some 
distance from the street. Spraying 
was done during the early spring or 
late fall when the temperatures were 
above 40 degrees. Mist applications 
were given at night when the air was 
still. Mr. Smith felt that the effec- 
tiveness of the program has yet to 
be evaluated, but that most home- 
owners were enthusiastic about the 
plan. 

During a coffee break after the 
panel discussion, members had an 
opportunity to visit and to look over 
the commercial exhibits. Resuming 
the program, Mr. West next intro- 
duced Paul Bosley. Before beginning 
his scheduled talk, Mr. Bosley hand- 
ed out to each member of the audi- 
ence a paper entitled “Broad- 
Leaved Evergreens for Southern 
Michigan in Order of Preference and 
Their Soil Requirements.” On this 
sheet were listed a number of plants 
and their pH tolerances. Kalmia 
latifolia was shown to require a 
strongly acid soil of 4.5 to 5.5 pH. 
This is a beautiful broad-leaved 
evergreen, yet probably the most 
difficult to grow under Michigan’s 
generally alkaline soil conditions.

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brids, Azalea kaempferi hybrids, 
Pieris japonica and P. floribunda 
will tolerate medium acid soils of 5.5 
to 6.0 pH. All these plants require a 
light, porous soil. The Rhododendron 
caucasicum hybrids of which Cun- 
ningham’s white is typical will tol- 
erate a mildly acid soil of from 6.0 
to 7.0 pH. Mr. Bosley recommended 
this plant highly for both habit and 
adaptability. 

Another plant high on his list of 
select broad-leaved evergreens is the 
American holly (Ilex opaca). This 
tree is native to regions of the United 
States where the soil is naturally 
acid; however, it is very tolerant of 
soils which are only mildly acid but 
high in humus content. Both humus 
and acidity can be obtained by mix- 
ing a liberal quantity of baled peat 
moss with the soil. Mr. Bosley ad- 
vised the use of baled peat moss be- 
cause of its flaky character. 

Holly Planting Advice 


In planting holly, he recommend- 
ed that a hole several times the size 
of the root ball be prepared. The 
peat moss must be thoroughly soaked 
with water before it is put in the 
hole. A half-and-half mixture of soil 
and wet peat moss should be used. 
After the tree is planted, thorough 
watering is advised. 

In the growing of American holly, 
Mr. Bosley advised using named 
varieties only. Such varieties are 
cutting-grown and have been tested 
for hardiness, color and size of 
berry, leaf formation and general 
appearance of the plant. 

Fertilizing hollies the first year is 
not recommended. Fresh or rotted 
cow manure and cottonseed meal are 
the best fertilizers to use on estab- 
lished plants. 

Wind burn is the worst enemy of 
American holly. In planting, avoid 
windy corners about the house. Look 
for spots where snow is always 
blown clear from the ground. Such 
spots are too exposed to drying winds 
for any of the broad-leaved ever- 
greens. 

Continuing with his list of plants, 
Mr. Bosley urged the increased use 
of Euonymus fortunei vegetus, the 
big-leaved wintercreeper. This plant 
can be trained into a vine or 
trimmed into a low compact shrub. 
It makes a beautiful low hedge. 

Other plants recommended were 
Ilex crenata convexa, Hetzi and 
Stokesi; Mahonia aquifolium; 
Daphne cneorum; buxus, in selected 
vareties; Euonymus fortunei radi- 
cans; | Viburnum _rhytidophyllum; 
Hedera helix, in selected varieties, 
and Pachysandra terminalis.

Colored bulbs 
can be used inside the large plastic 
balls. 

The L. A. M.. presented an 
achievement award to the Detroit 
Free Press.

the spring which are carried up to 
new foliage by air currents. 

Sycamore and oak anthracnoses 
build up to peak infection in May 
and June. Other diseases, such as 
apple scab, start early in the spring 
and continue to be severe throughout 
the summer. Still other leaf diseases 
such as elm leaf spot and hawthorn 
leaf blight do not reach peak sever- 
ity until late in summer. 

The frequency and severity of out- 
breaks are dependent on the amount 
of rain or other moisture and on 
warm or cool temperatures, accord- 
ing to the fungus involved, noted 
Professor Strong. Moisture is essen- 
tial for germination of spores and 
penetration of the leaf tissue by 
them. 

By definition, the true anthracnose 
diseases are those in which the dead 
area, or lesion, is definitely limited 
in extent and the causal agent is a 
fungus belonging to the group 
melanconiales. Some of the tree leaf 
spots are what may be called true 
anthracnoses. Many others are not 
anthracnoses, but all of those he dis- 
cussed which are caused by parasitic 
fungi are considered as such for con- 
venience, following the present tend- 
ency. stated Professor Strong. 

Elm Leaf Spot 

Elm leaf spot, which is character- 
ized by tiny raised black spots within 
a thin pale green or white margin, 
was the first disease discussed. All 
elm species are attacked by this dis- 
ease, but American elm seems to be 
more susceptible; however, there is 
a variation in susceptibility of indi- 
vidual trees to the disease. Control 
can be obtained with Bordeaux or 
one of the fixed coppers, but if dis- 
coloration is undesirable, organic 
mercury compounds should be used. 

Sycamore anthracnose, which oft- 
en causes heavy defoliation in the 
early spring, can also be controlled 
with organic mercury compounds. It 
has been found that three applica- 
tions of organic mercury in the 
spring will give good results. The 
first application should be made be- 
fore the buds begin to swell: the sec- 
ond application is made when the 
buds are swelling but before the 
leaves appear, and the third applica- 
tion should be made about seven 
days after the second. 


Oak Anthracnose 


The control for oak anthracnose 
has not been studied so well as con- 
trols for some of the other tree leaf 
diseases: however. Professor Strong 
recommended that an organic mer- 
cury, such as Puratized Agricultural 
Spray, be used.

Maple Anthracnose 


Maple anthracnose can be con- 
trolled by three applications of or- 
ganic mercury or Bordeaux, if 
spraying is started when the leaves 
frst appear. Reports indicate that 
Parzate and Zerlate will also give 
effective control. 

Organic mercury applied in June 
and July will control walnut leaf 
sot, according to Professor Strong. 
Two treatments should be applied 
about three weeks apart. 

Hawthorn leaf blight, which 
causes complete defoliation of some 
plants by August 15, can be con- 
trolled by summer applications of 
Puratized Agricultural Spray. Three 
applications should be made at 10- 
day intervals. Phix will also give 
good control of this disease. Acti- 
dione, an antibiotic, has given prom- 
ising results at 20 parts per million 
of water. Fertilization, accompanied 
by watering, is recommended for de- 
foliated trees. 

Horse chestnut leaf blotch is un- 
sightly because of the large diseased 
areas on leaves and because the 
leaves are held on the tree for long 
periods. Professor Strong recom- 
mended three applications of insolu- 
ble coppers or organic mercury in 
the spring for control of this disease. 


Antibiotics for Rusts 


After a luncheon and _ business 
meeting of the Ohio chapter of the 
National Shade Tree Conference, 
Professor Strong talked on “The Use 
of Antibiotics in the Control of 
Cedar-Apple and Hawthorn Rusts.” 

Two rust fungi were discussed, 
Gymnosporangium juniperi-virginia- 
nae and Gymnosporangium globo- 
sum. The former attacks only apple, 
while the latter may attack apple 
and hawthorn. Since the two fungi 
are similar and are often found in 
the same areas, they can be consid- 
ered together when discussing con- 
trol measures. 

The species and all varieties and 
selections of the eastern red cedar, 
Juniperus virgininiana, are suscepti- 
ble, except one selection made a few 
years ago in West Virginia. The 
southern red cedar, Juniperus luca- 
yana, and the Rocky mountain red 
cedar, Juniperus scopulorum, are 
also attacked. 

Apple and crab apple varieties are 
variable in susceptibility, but the 
Asiatic flowering crab apples are 
thought to be resistant. All haw- 
thorn species are susceptible.

Control of the disease on the red 
cedar has been obtained with Acti. 
dione at the rate of 100 parts per 
million of water. The material should 
be applied after the telial horns have 
emerged but before they have swelled 
or gelatinized. This material causes 
the telial horns to shrivel, and fur 
ther development is inhibited. Since 
the antibiotic is so expensive at pres. 
ent, Professor Strong indicated that 
experimental work was in_ progress 
to determine if Acti-dione would 
give satisfactory control at lower 
concentrations. 

Professor Strong also indicated 
that Acti-dione, at the rates of 25 
and 50 parts per million, in 1% per 
cent summer oil, had given good 
control of sweet fern rust on Aus- 
trian pine. 


Nutrient Needs of Shade Trees 


“Nutrient Requirements of Some 
Shade Trees as Determined by Foliar 
Analysis” was the subject discussed 
by Thomas Cannon, department of 
horticulture and forestry, Ohio Stat 
University. It was noted that pres- 
ent recommendations for fertilizing 
shade trees do not make allowances 
for the chronological or physiologi- 
cal age of the plants, and in many 
instances the amounts of the nutri- 
ents in the soil are not considered 

In order accurately to determine 
the fertilizer requirements of any 
plant, consideration must be giver 
to: (1) The amount of each nutrient 
required during the growing season 


and (2) the amount of each nutr- | 


ent which is available in the soil 
The amount of the deficit, if any, is 
the amount of nutrients to be added 
to the soil or plant as fertilizer. 

In an attempt to determine th 
nutritional requirements of plants. 
arborists and nurserymen have used 
soil analysis, visual methods, test 
plots and injection and _ spraying 
methods. The limitations of | these 
procedures were discussed. It was 
noted that when soil tests are used 
one is not necessarily measuring the 
amount of nutrients in the soil which 
is available to the plant. Visual 
methods of determining nutritional 
requirements are not only  inade- 
quate, but often inaccurate. Certain 
leaf symptoms characteristic of a nu- 
tritional deficiency may be contused 
with symptoms caused by othe! 
influences.

deficiencies exist. Another limitation 
of this precedure is that by the time 
that visual symptoms appear, growth 
and yield may be reduced to such an 
extent that it would be impossible to 
recover the loss. 
Tissue Analysis 

Since the important consideration 
in diagnosing nutritional require- 
ments is the amount of nutrients 
which are present in the plant itself 
and available for continued growth. 
plant nutrition workers are turning 
to tissue analysis. There are limita- 
tions with this procedure. as well as 
with the other methods discussed. 
Some of these problems will require 
several years of research before leaf 
analysis can be used to greatest ad- 
Vantage in a commercial fertilization 
program for ornamental plants. Re- 
ports of work of this nature with 
omamental plants are sparse.

Fertilization j 
accomplished through the use of 
nutrient solutions. Treatments cop. 
sist of five levels of nitrogen and two 
levels of potassium, for a total of 19 
treatments. Ten replications of each 
treatment are being used. 

Leaves from these plants wer 
analyzed in the fall. The results of 
the analysis indicated a high cop. 
tent of calcium, phosphorus, iron, 
manganese and magnesium. As 
would be expectéd, the nitrogen con. 
tent of the leaves varied with nitro. 
gen content of the nutrient solutions 
Potassium content of the leaves was 
low in all treatments. 

There was a marked effect of 
nitrogen on the uptake of phos. 
phorus. As nitrogen was increased in 
the nutrient solution, phosphorus 
content of the leaves decreased rap. 
idly. An opposite relationship be- 
tween nitrogen and calcium was 
noted. As the nitrogen content of 
the nutrient solution was increased, 
the calcium content of the leaves 
was increased. 

The research is far from being 
complete; however, it should not be 
too long before arborists and nurs- 
erymen will be using this procedure 
for more economical and _ efficient 
fertilizer use. 

Employee Education 

Homer L. Jacobs, vice-president 
of the Davey Tree Expert Co., spoke 
about “Employee Education in Ar- 
boriculture.” “Education consists of 
passing on information from anyone 
who has it to anyone who does not 
have it,” according to Mr. Jacobs 
In this sense, anyone in the organi- 
zation can be an instructor. Print- 
ed material is one of the best sources 
of information, and the arborist 
should use and encourage his men 
to use books, manuals dealing with 
special subjects, mimeographed ma- 
terial and extension bulletins.

Jacobs also recommended the use ol 
educational short courses, even if it 
is only a rainy morning _tail-gate 
safety conference. 

Part of the educational program 
which the Davey Tree Expert Co 
uses was outlined by Mr. Jacobs 
This included meetings lasting up to 
six weeks and the use of films, letters 
and special publication.
